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Westgate residents delighted 
Bears stadium grave 
dug; coffin awaits nails

The Arlington Heights Village 


Board dug the grave (or the Chicago 
Boors football stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track Monday night to the 
obvious delight of residents of the vil- 
lage's Wcstgalo subdivision. 


All six trustees who attended a 


Mayor's Round Table discussion with 
about SO Wcstgate residents said they 
arc opposed to further consideration 
of municipal financing for the sta- 
dium. 


Trustee Frank Palmntlcr predicted 


"noil driving" In the stadium coffin 
will begin next Monday night when 
the board Is expected to turn down Its 
financial consultants' plan for funding 
tlio $33 million project. 


Ho also predicted the board even- 


tually will reject Madison Square Gar- 
den's continuing petition for a special 
land use permit for a stadium at the 
race track. 


Board members were less definite 


when asked about tho repeal of the 
village's 5 per cent utility tax. Only 
one trustee, David Griffin, said une- 
quivocally that tho tax should bo re- 
pealed. 


"WHEN GOVERNMENT has mon- 


ey, we're going to spend it. When wo 
don't have money, we have to make 
serious choices," Griffin said In re- 
buttal to some other trustees who 
maintained the $1.3 million raised 
yearly by the tax would bo needed for 
water, sewer and other expensive cap- 
ital Improvements. 


Griffin said it was time to "bring 


this thing to a crashing holt." 


Palmatlcr sold tho board has a year 


to decide what to do about the tax, 
because It will take that long to com- 
plete projects already approved with 
utility tax financing. 


Trustee Robert H. Miller said the 


u t i l i t y tax maintains Arlington 
Heights water and sewer services. 
Trustee 0. V. Anderson said he "nev- 
er advocated doing away with the tax 
until we find where wo can get the ad- 
ditional revenue to make up the dif- 
ference." 


And Trustees Madlinc Schrocdcr 


and Alice Harms did not say whether 
they favored lifting the tax. 


WESTGATE RESIDENTS, Arling- 


ton Heights homeowners living closest 
to Arlington Park, wcro united in 
their opposition to the Bears stadium 
plan because of financing and traffic 
problems and an influx of "undesir- 
ables," who one resident character- 
ized as "a man with five or six shots 
of whiskey in him coming out of a 
football stadium." 


Other residents said they were dis- 


appointed the village board had not 
rejected the stadium plan sooner. 
Thero was no voice of support for 
the project. 


On Sept. 17, Village Pres. James T. 


Ryan announced financial discussions 
on the stadium were being "postponed 
indefinitely" because of an unfavor- 
able municipal bond market. 


But It was apparent Monday night 


that a majority of the board wants to 
officially pronounce the project a 
dead Issue. 


"The stadium is pretty dead, and 


It's going to get 'deader' next Monday 
night when the village board votes 
down the project," Palmatier said.

Converting Grant Wood School into 


an annex for Grove Junior High 
School is being considered by the Elk 
Grovo Township Dlst. 59 sixth-grade 
study committee. 


The committee has been looking at 


options to alleviate overcrowded con- 
ditions at the junior high schools and 
considering the best placement for 
sixth-grade students. 


"We came to a consensus vote that 


we arc not In favor of sending tho 
sixth graders back to tho elementary • 
schools," said Thomas Powers, chair- 
man. 


THE COMMITTEE has discussed 


with school principals overcrowding 
at the five junior high schools and 
what is being done for sixth graders. 


"Wo found all of the junior highs 


arc making an attempt to make sixth 
grade different from the regular ju- 
nior high to accommodate the 
needs of a sixth grade kid," said Pow- 
ers, who also is principal of Hopkins 
School. "We also found a two-year ju- 
nior high is not where anyone In the 
country Is going because there is no 
stability with one grade coming in 
and one going out." 


He said the committee agreed tho 


district "really has a one — possibly 
two — school problem" with over- 
crowding. The two schools that need 
more room arc Grove and Holmes, he 
said. 


Ideas tho committee is discussing 


to case the crowded conditions in- 
clude converting Grant Wood to an 
annex for Grove because It is across 
the street from tho junior high school. 


Ho said the committee docs not 


want to make Grant Wood a sixth 
grade annex but rather a type of addi- 
tion to Grove which would be used by 
all grades. 


ANOTHER OPTION for 
Grove 


would be leaving sixth graders in the 
elementary schools for several years 
until the junior high enrollment drops, 
he said. 


The committee is considering con- 


verting one wing of Forest View 
School Into an annex for Holmes to 
help crowded conditions at that junior 
high, ho said. The schools share a 
common site so students would not 
have to cross streets. 


He said leaving the sixth graders In 


the elementary schools In the Holmes 
area would not work because those 
elementary schools do not have 
enough room to accommodate the ad- 
ditional students. 


The committee plans to hold at least 


three public hearings during Novem- 
ber to get parents' views about these 
options. Meetings will be held at 
Grove, Holmes and Dempster junior 
high schools. A fourth meeting is 
being considered for Lively Junior 
High School. 


The committee also Is discussing 


the needs of the sixth grade student. 
Ho said the committee will be recom- 
mending in-service training for fifth 
and sixth grade teachers so they can 
be more aware of the needs of the 
sixth graders. 


Other ideas Include having teachers 


keep the same group of students for 
fifth and sixth grade, following their 
class to the junior high school for the 
sixth grade.

Ford to confer with local mayors

President Gerald R. Ford will con- 


fer Wednesday morning with mayors 
from several Chicago suburbs and 
other small cities on problems affect- 
ing their communities. 


At least six mayors and village pros- 


dents from the Northwest suburbs have 
been invited as part of a "representa- 
tive group" of suburban officials. 


Among those expected to attend are 


James T. Ryan, Arlington Heights; 
Wendell Jones, Palatine; Herbert 
Behrel, DCS Plaincs; Virginia Hayter, 
Hoffman Estates; Robert Teichert, 
Mount Prospect, and Nicholas Blase, 
Nilcs. 


A WHITE HOUSE spokesman said 


the Invitation list has been confined to 


a "selective' group" representing a 
mixture of smaller communities in Il- 
linois, Indiana, Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan,

tive said the President had asked that 
the size of the group be limited so 
that an "open discussion" of munici- 
pal problems could be conducted. 


A number of the mayors indicated 


the chief topic they hope to discuss 
with Ford is the future of the federal 
revenue-sharing program. 


"We need some firmer assurance 


than a promise that the government 
will keep reviewing the need for reve- 
nue sharing," said Teichert. "It has 
become too integral a part of our 
budgets to be ended." 


FORD IS SCHEDULED to address 


a Republican fund-raising dinner at the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel this evening. He 
will stay overnight at the North Shore 
'Hilton Hotel, Skokie, and meet there 
with the mayors before departing lat- 
er in the day for Omaha. 


As expected, Ford declined an in- 


vitation to visit Northwestern Univer- 
sity, Evanston, to meet with a panel, 
of student interviewers from the Med- 
ill School of Journalism. 


The invitation, formally refused last 


Thursday, would have required the 
President to travel about five miles 
'from Skokie to the Northwestern 
campus. 


The conference with the mayors is 


scheduled for 9 a.m. 


She gets jump 
on death in rail 
\ 


crossing mishap

A DCS Plaines woman narrowly es- 


caped Injury Monday morning when 
she abandoned her stalled camper 
truck just moments before it was 
crushed by an castbound Chicago and 
North Western Ry. express train. 


However, Elaine Kastner, 45, of 555 


N. Mount Prospect Rd., seemed to be 
taking her brush with death in stride 
by afternoon. 


"The whole thing really hasn't hit 


me yet," she told a reporter just 
hours after the near collision at the 
track and Mount Prospect Road, near 
Northwest Highway. 


"Right now I'm not upset about 


what happened. I think my mother 
was more upset when I told her," she 
added. 


NORTH WESTERN officials said 


the train, which went from Barrlngton 
to Des Plaines nonstop, slowed down 
to 20 m.p.h. but was unable to avoid 
hitting the camper. 


DCS Plaines police said the train 


dragged the camper 78 feet after im- 
pact, adding that the vehicle was a 
"total loss." 


"The way I look at it Is that there is 


no point in getting upset because 
there is nothing I can do about what. 
happened," she said. 


Mrs. Kastner said the accident oc- 


curred as she was northbound on 
Mount Prospect Road, attempting to 
cross the tracks. She said she got 
trapped on the tracks behind several 
vehicles after a truck stopped to 
make a left turn onto Northwest 
Highway. 


"The truck was turning left from 


the middle lane and we all got stuck 
behind it," Mrs. Kastner said. "I was 
the last one and was on the tracks. 
Then the bells started ringing and the 
gates went down. 


"I BEEPED my horn four or five 


times for them to get out of my way, 
but nothing happened," she said. "The 
only thing I could think of was that I 
couldn't move and had to do some- 


' thing." 


It was at this point that Mrs. Kast- 


ner got out of her camper and ran to 
safety. 


"I don't know how long after I got 


out that the camper was hit by the 


train," she said. "It wasn't that close, 
but I could see that the .train wasn't 
going to be able to stop. I wasn't go- 
ing to sit there when I knew I couldn't 
move."

At the time of the accident, Mrs. 


Kastner said she was returning from 
Maine West High School where .she 
had dropped off two of her children 
and a neighbor. She said she makes 
the trip at least once a day. 


"If it (accident) had occurred while 


they were with me it would have tak- 
en longer for us to get out of the 
camper," she said. "I do think, 
though, that they would have had 
enough sense to get out." 


MRS. KASTNER said that because 


of her near-miss she probably will ap- 
proach the crossing with extreme cau- 
tion but she does not plan to avoid the 
railroad tracks. 


"It would be silly to go another way 


because that really is the only way to 
go," she said. 


Railroad officials said six trains 


were delayed for about 35 minutes 
while work crews removed debris 
from the tracks after the crash.

Court strikes 
state death law 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) — The Illi- 


nois Supreme Court Monday ruled the 
state's death penalty law uncon- 
stitutional, leaving Illinois without a 
capital punishment statute for the sec- 
ond time in three years. 


Barring an appeal, the decision 


moans at least four men already sen- 
tenced to death under terms of the 
1073 law will bo spared. There have 
been no executions in Illinois since the 
law took effect. 


The decision, written by Justice 


Thomas E. Kluczynski, came on a St. 
Clair County case involving two men 
convicted of multiple muders com- 
mitted during an armed robbery. It 
was the first test case to reach the 
high court. 


THE CAPITAL punishment statute 


was passed in 1073. It was a response 
to a U.S. Supremo Court decision a 
year earlier which had effectively in- 
validated the state's old death penal- 
ty. 


Tho law set death as a quasi-man- 


datory penality for six specific types 
of crimes: murder of an on-duty po- 
liceman or fireman; murder of an on- 
duty prison guard or employe; mul- 
tiple murder; murder .during a hijack- 
ing; "contract" murders; and murder . 
during robbery, rape, aggravated kid- 
napping, arson or indecent liberties 
with a child.. 


But the new statute required that, 


before a death penalty could be im- 
posed, a special three-judge panel 
would have to be convened to make 
sure that the crime in question actual- 
ly fit into one of those six categories. 


Gov. Daniel Walker, by use of his 


amendatory veto, also gave the three- 
judge panel power to set aside the 
death sentence if it found "compelling 
reasons for mercy." 


THE LAW ALSO established proce- 


dures for hearing appeals of death- 
penalty cases In the.appellate court. 
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The Supreme Court found three ma- 


jor reasons for invalidating the law. 


• The legislature has no con- 


stitutional authority to require estab- 
lishment of special judicial panels and 
that the device therefore strips each 
participating judge of some of his con- 
stitutional authority. 


• Walker's plan to let the judges 


exercise mercy when they find "com- 
pelling reasons" is so vague that it 
gives unconstitutional latitude to the 
panel. 


• The requirement that appeals go 


to the appellate court "Is clearly un- 
constitutional" since the 1070 Illinois 
Constitution specifically provides that 
death-sentence cases shall be ap- 
pealed "directly to the Supreme Court 
as a matter of right." 


"The provisions that we have held 


unconstitutional are so connected and 
dependent upon one another as to 
warrant the belief that the legislature 
would not have passed the remaining 
portions of the statute Independent of 
these," Kluczynski said. 


"CONSEQUENTLY, the invalid sec- 


tions may not be severed . . . The 
imposition of the death penalty under 
this statute is improper." 


The court sent the test case — In- 


volving Daniel Lee Lott and Willie B. 
Cotton — back to the St. Clair County 
Circuit Court where they were tried 
with orders that they be sentenced to 
prison terms, rather than death. 


A spokesman for the state parole 


and pardon board said only two other 
men now in state institutions are un- 
der sentence of death under terms of 
the 1073 law. They are Otis Williams 
and A. D. Clark, both convicted in 
Kankakee County Circuit Court April 
7, 1975. 


The last execution in Illinois took 


place in Cook County Jail Aug. 24, 
1062.

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Ford hits Congress, signs oil price bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford blamed Congress Monday for 
rising fuel prices that threaten the na- 
tional economy, and said an aroused 
citizenry will act unless the lawmak- 
ers do. 


Signing a 47-day extension of do- 


mestic oil prlco control, Ford sold: 
"When the prlco of gasoline goes up 
at the service station, I want tho 
American people to know exactly 
where tho blnmo lies." 


Rising foreign fuel prices have cost 


tho United States enough to pay for a 
million jobs, tho President said, and 
tho only way to meet the threat is for 
Congress to go along with his pro- 
gram to make the country indepen- 
dent of foreign suppliers. 


Referring to tho 10 per cent oil price 


Increase voted Saturday by the Or- 
ganization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, Ford said: "Until Congress 
acts, there is nothing this country can 
do about arbitrary OPEC price hikes 
— and there may bo still another fuel 
price increase next June." 


"A majority in tho Congress does 


nothing to reverse our growing oil de- 
pendence and increasing vulnerability 
to this obvious threat," he said. 


"If the latest OPEC increase hasn't 


awakened them to the peril our coun- 
try faces, only an aroused citizenry 
will. Congress must face up to the 
hard, tough decisions which will re- 
store America's energy independence, 
reinvigorate America's economy and 
savo American jobs before it is too 
late. They hove failed us thus far." 


Ford rejected arguments by some 


in the Democratic-controlled Congress 
that price controls on fuels are the an- 
swer. "This is nonsense;" he said, 
since it does nothing to cure the basic 
cause of the energy crisis—Importing 
too much fuel. 


protect the American consumer is to 
enact a long-range energy program 
that encourages Americans to pro- 
duce our own energy with our own 
workers from our own resourses and 
at our own prices." 


Ford said he signed the extension of 


oil price controls — putting them back 
into effect from Sept. 1 to Nov. 15 — 
to. give Congress time "to take its 
first significant step in solving our 
energy problem." 


"The only way Congress can really 
Congress has two choices, Ford 


"Obviously, the Congress cannot 


hold OPEC oil prices down," the Pres- 
ident said. "They are going up and we 
are already dependent on foreign oil 
for about 40 per cent of our total 
needs." 


$aid: Either enact a phased decontrol 
program over a period of more than 
three years, or pass a law cushioning 
the effects of immediate decontrol. 


Elsewhere in Washington, Treasury 


Secretary William E. Simon said 
President Ford will decide by the 
weekend whether to recommend ex- 
tending this year's tax cut into 1976.

Patty skinny-dipped, fished with SLA: Rolling Stone 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
After 


seven weeks as a prisoner of tho Sym- 
bloncso Liberation Army, Patricia 
Hearst asked to join tho revolutionary 
band and fled with Its remnants 
across tho country and back during 
the first summer she was sought by 
police, according to an account pub- 
lished by Roiling Stone magazine. 


Tho 21-year-old heiress, tcnso and 


jumpy about being caught, was trans- 
ported by sports activist Jack Scott 
from Berkeley to Now York and later 
to Scott's rented farmhouse In Penn- 
sylvania, according to tho magazine 
account published Monday. There, she 
quit sleeping with a gun in her bed, 
went skinny-dipping In a stream and 
caught bullheads by hand, Rolling 
Stono said. 


In September, tho magazine said, 


Scott drove her back to Las Vegas for 
a rendezvous with Stcvo Soliah and 
others who are suspected of harboring 
her before her capture this month. 


Tho Rolling Stone article was writ- 


ten by Howard Kohn and David Weir. 
Tho magazine said 11 was based on 
Interviews tho two had with three un- 
identified sources "directly Involved 
with Patty during tho time of tho ac- 
count." The editors of tho by-weekly 
tabloid said tho Interviews were held 
before tho capture of Miss Hearst. 


At o news conference Monday, Kohn 


and Weir said they never spoke to 
Patty or tho Harrises for their article. 
They said authorities have not ques- 
tioned them about their account but 
that they would not cooperate if ap- 
proached. 


In a statmcnt Issued In New York 


City, Scott, his wife, Mlcki, and their 
attorney William Kunstlcr refused to 


comment on the Rolling Stone article. 


Tho magazine quoted Scott as offer- 


ing to take Miss Hearst "anywhere 
you want to go" before ho headed 
with her from Berkeley to tho East 
Coast after tho Los Angeles Shootout 
which killed most of the SLA. 


The Rolling Stono article purports 


to tell the story of Miss Hearst from 
tho moment when she was seized on 
Feb. 4,1974. 


It says she was at first held prison- 


er and was gradually influenced by 
her captors until she decided to join 
them. 


After tho Los Angeles Shootout, ac- 


cording to tho account, Bill and Emily 
Harris and tho kidnaped heiress 
bought a used car in Los Angeles for 
$350 and fled north. 


The three had only $50 and that Pat- 


ty hid under a blanket in the back of 
the car as they drove up Interstate 5 
to San Francisco. Arriving before 
dawn at the homo of a friend in the 
black ghetto, they were given $5 but 
told to go away. 


For tho next two weeks they hid In 


flophouses In San Francisco, with 
Harris posing as a wlno and with Em- 
ily and Patty disguised as "dirty old 
women." On June 2, they took a bus 
to Berkeley to look for friends at a 
rally called to commemorate the 
death of Angela Atwood in the SLA 
Shootout.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A de- 


tailed inventory of items found hi the 
Symblonese Liberation Army "safe- 
house" where Patricia Hearst was 
captured was made public by the FBI

Panel to seek House support 
CIA information called essential 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


Intelligence,committee voted 10 to 3 
Monday to seek support from the full 
House on its demands for classified 
CIA information being withheld by the 
White House. 


Committee Chairman Otis Pike, 


R-N. Y., announced he would ask the 
House Rules Committee to rush the 
resolution to the House floor, saying 
that access to the information is es- 
sential if the panel Is to continue in- 
vestigating the American intelligence 
community. 


After an open session in the morn- 


Ing given over to partisan bickering, 
tho committee met privately and ap- 
proved the "resolution of necessity" 


offered by Rep. Robert N. Glaimo, 
D-Conn. 


It asks the House to compel CIA Di- 


rector William E. Colby "to provide 
forthwith" all the material the com- 
mittee is seeking. Pike said Sunday 
that such action might lay the ground- 
work for contempt action against ad- 
ministration officials unless a com- 
promise con be reached with the 
White House. 


The committee rejected three at- 


tempts by Republican members to 
soften the resolution. But in the final 
vote, Republicans Walter W. Casten 
Jr., Wls., and James P. Johnson, 
Colo., threw their support to the 
Democratic majority. 


Earlier, Republicans led by Rep. 


Robert McClory of Illinois urged the 
panel to go along with President 
Ford's proposed compromise under 
which certain material would be pro- 
vided to the committee but many de- 
tails withheld. 


At the White House, Press Secre- 


tary Ron Nessen said Ford believes

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ths United 


States and Poland agreed in principle 
Monday on a long-term grain trade 
agreement. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 


and Poland's minister of agriculture 
announced the agreement as U. S. of- 
ficials headed back to Moscow to at- 
tempt to complete negotiations on a 
long-term Soviet-American grain deal. 


Conclusion of that deal has been 


viewed as a key to ending a current 
' temporary moratorium on additional 
1975 grain sales to both Russia and 


Poland which has stirred sharp criti- 
cism from American farm leaders. 


Butz told reporters 
following a 


.meeting with Polish Agriculture Min- 
ister Kazimierz Barclkowski that the 
amount of grain involved In a long-- 
term Polish arrangement would be 
negotiated when he visits Warsaw for 
further talks on Nov. 25-28. But Barci- 
kowski Indicated the amount would bo 
small In comparison with U. S. sales 
to countries like Russia and Japan. 


"Poland is not so large a country, 


our needs will not be great," he said. 


Butz, a vocal critic of the recent de- 


cision to suspend 1975 sales to Poland 
until a Russian deal is negotiated, 
said he hoped the Polish suspension 
would be lifted quickly but could not 
say when the action might come. The 
White House earlier had said it hoped 
to resolve the situation by mid-Octo- 
ber. 


Butz told reporters the pending 


agreement with Poland was part of a 
policy of seeking such arrangements 
with many foreign grain buyers so 
American farmers can plan future 
production.

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Water radiation 
levels subject 
of health meet 


The Arlington Heights Board of 


Health will discuss reports of high 
radiation levels In village water at a 
meeting Wednesday night. 


State and federal officials still arc 


trying to determine whether the radi- 
ation; picked up naturally by water in 
deep rock formations coming in con- 
tact "With radioactive minerals, is 
harmful. 


The U.S. Environmental Protection 


Agency has proposed a rule to limit 
the amount of natural radiation to 15 
pico-curlos (a measure of 'radio- 
activity) per litre of water. 


THE HIGHEST radiation level in 


water from an Arlington Heights well, 
as measured by the state, was 20 pice- • 
curies. This was for untreated water 
at one well during three years of peri- 
odic checking. 


As proposed, the federal rule will 


take effect in the spring of 1077. Com- 
munities in which water supplies ex- 
ceed the IS plco-curlo maximum could 
be forced to take steps to remove 
radiation, or find an alternative water 
supply, according to federal EPA offi- 
cials. 


Municipal water treatment and 


homo water softeners, which remove 
minerals from the water, usually low- 


er radiation levels, officials say. 


The highest radiation level In the 


Northwest suburbs, as reported by the 
state, is in Hoffman Estates where 
one measurement recorded 27.5 plco- 
curles. 


BECAUSE THE radiation is a natu- 


ral phenomenon and not caused by on 
outside source such as Industrial pol- 
lution, officials are uncertain over the 
potential health hazard. 


In general, radiation is higher In 


water from deep wells, such as those 
drilled by Arlington Heights, than it Is 
In water from shallower wells. 


Also on tho board of health's agenda 


Wednesday night Is discussion of the 
need to inoculate pro-school children 
against childhood diseases such as 
polio, diphtheria and German measles. 


Many parents have become lax 


about seeing that their children arc 
Inoculated, and the county health 
department this year has been con- 
ducting free clinics. One is scheduled 
Oct. 22 at Rolling Meadows High 
School, 2901 Central Rd., Rolling 
Meadows.

Local finds go back 8,000 years 
Students unearth ancient artifacts

It's amazing what a little digging 


can get you. 


Students and teachers from Forest 


View and Elk Grove high schools al- 
ready have found evidence of Pre- 
historic Man right here in the North- 
west suburbs. Spear points and hide 
scrapers date back to 4,000 and 8,000 
years were found by these students of 
archeology. And they hope to unearth 
even more artifacts once they start 
excavation. 


The artifacts were found in the top- 


soil of High School Dist. 214's ninth 
high school site In Prospect Heights, 
said Ronald Bencs, teacher at Elk 
Grove High School. Bcnes wouldn't 
give the specific location of the land, 
fearing it will be overrun with treas- 
ure hunters. 


The 40-acre site is owned by the 


school district and is being rented to 
the Prospect Heights Park District 
and a tenant farmer. District officials 
are working out an agreement with 
the renters to allow the students to 
make an archaeological excavation on 
the land. Excavation may begin this 
fall or early n?xt spring. 


ARCHAEOLOGY Is not new to 


Bencs and his students. In 1972, a stu- 
dent at Elk Grove High School found 
a piece of a spear point in a field near 
•111. Rtc. 53 and Devon Avenue in Elk 
Grove Village. Bcnes examined it and 
estimated its age at about 8,000 B.C. 


Despite the efforts of the school and 


village board, the owner of the site 
refused to give students permission to

site, warding off treasure seekers and , 
others who may fall into the ex- 
cavated pits. 


Bcnes, students and teachers Stan- 


ley Reynolds and Zachary Bernard, 
arc otimistic about finding valuable 
artifacts on the site, but as Benes puts 
it, "I don't expect the Holy Grail." 


The students are taking their study 


of archaeology to the classroom, vis- 
iting elementary school children to de- 
scribe the Northwest suburbs 8,000 
years ago. 


ARTIFACTS FOUND in the North- 
west suburbs by archeology stu- 


dig on his land. The 267-acrcs are 
slated for a housing development. 


The loss of the site, thought to be an 


ancient campsite, was a great dis- 
appointment to the students and 
teachers and'some of those hard feel- 
ings still linger today. 


"Our major problem that we have 


is getting access to a site," said Sam- 
uel Leopardo, head of the foreign lan- 
guage and social studies division at 
the school. "A group of kids digging 
up artifacts does not have the high 
priority in our society that the shop- 
ping centers and industrial parks do," 
he said. 


THE STUDENTS found other sites 


in Addison and Elk Grove Township 
but have now turned their attention to 
the Prospect Heights land. 


The students already have found 25 


hide scrapers, two spear points and a 
burin, used by ancient man for en- 
graving. Some of the artifacts arc the 
size of a fingernail. A common find is 
a barb, the size of a grain of rice. The 
barbs were imbedded in bone and 
used for scraping. 


Benes 
believes the site dates 


back to 2,000 or 6,000 B.C. when a 
glacier moved from northern Illinois 
and southern Wisconsin. The area was 
inhabited by the Palco-Indians and 
Archaic-Indians. Most of the artifacts 


dents in High School Dist. 214 
date back to Prehistoric Man. 


arc made of glacial chert, grey, blue 
and white in color. To the untrained 
eye, they look like an everyday rock 
or stone. 


THE STUDENTS validate 
their 


finds by comparing them with each 
other and with artifacts discovered 
elsewhere, said Bcnes. The soil will 
be excavated in a grid pattern, layer 
by layer, and artifacts will be care- 
fully categorized according to the lay- 
er in which they are found. Bencs said 
the students will be looking for a 
brownish-orange layer of soil, six to 
12 inches below the topsoil. 


Other methods of validation in 


elude testing for the age of carbon in 
excavated organic material, studying 
the rings of ancient trees, and study- 
ing the magnetic pole of ancient arti- 
facts.- These methods are either too 
expensive or impractical for the site, 
said Benes. 


Students will use shovels, trowels, 


extension rulers, nylon cord and 
pieces of lumber to dig and mark the 
site. Several varieties of wire mesh 
will be used to sift'the soil to reveal 
artifact treasures. Most of the digging 
will be done by students during their 
last class period, after school and on 
weekends. 


BENES SAW one of their big-

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Bicentennial fever hits Washington D.C.

There is n rumor being spread by 


tho residents of Washington D.C. that 
If every family In the metropolitan 
area hoiucs 80 persons during 1076, 
there still won't bo enough accom- 
modations for oil tho tourists who aro 
expected to descend on tho capital. 


Washington D.C. Is gearing up for 


tho Bicentennial. But a visit to tho 
city a mere nine months before the 
nation's birthday prompts a pawing 
feeling that tho city won't bo ready 
for Its own party. 


Tho monuments aro there. But the 


parking Isn't. Tho Metro (that's East- 
ern for subway) Is under construction, 
with completion set for December. 
But tho natives Insist at least three 
completion dates have come and gone 
and It will never happen. 


Hotel space Is minimal compared 


with tho number of persons expected 
during 1070. A well-worn tourist would 
starve to death trying to find a seat in 
a restaurant. But there aro always 
the street vendors selling hot dogs. 


PUB-BICENTENNIAL Washington 


Is In near chaos. Construction Is ev- 
erywhere. The Dcpt. of the Interior Is 
constructing a 
Bicentennial park 


across tho street from its headquar- 
ters. A portion of tho Capitol is being 
painted. Tho Smithsonian Institution 
is finishing Its new Air and Space Mu- 


seum, scheduled to open next July 4. 


Tho National Zoo has farmed out all 


Its lions and tigers whlo it frantically 
constructs a new homo for the cats. 
(Tho valuable white tigers are being 
kept at Brookflcld Zoo until their new 
quarters ore completed.) 


If you con tolerate the crowds, the 


lines and other llttlo Inconveniences, 
Bicentennial Washington .promises to 
bo a memorable experience and an 
exciting place to bo. 


Many people visit the capital in 


their late-grammar school, early-high 
school days. Twenty years later they 
have vague memories of the monu- 
ments and memorials, tho .dome of 
the Capitol and tho Klttyhawk hang- 
Ing from tho celling in tho Smithso- 
nian. 
1 IF YOU FIT In that category a re- 


turn trip is in order, for there Is 
something stirring about Washington 
when seen through the eyes of an 
adult. 


If it's your first' trip, or the first 


since you've been old enough to drive, 
a few I-learned-the-hard-way tips 
might come In handy: 


• If you must drive Into the city 


plan your arrival for 9:45 a.m. Park- 
ing is allowed along the Mall, which 
stretches from the Capitol to the Un- 
coin Monument, after 10 a.m. and you 
will want to be prepared to pull Into 
the Mall at precisely 9:55. If you're 
one minute late forget about parking 
anywhere near the buildings you want 
to see and psyche yourself up for a 
frustrating hunt for a metered space. 


• If you must drive, don't get lost. 


An alcoholic city planner must have 
been responsible for naming streets 
and erecting Informative street signs. 
The majority of the streets in the 
downtown area are numbered (north- 
south) and lettered (east-west), which 
seems simple and logical. Unfortu- 
nately, there are two of each street. 
That sets up Interesting combinations. 
Third street runs near the capltol and 
about six blocks west Is another 3rd. 
street. It also runs near the Capitol. 
You can bo at the Intersection of 15th 
and K and bo at either the Northeast 


or Southwest sides'of the city — there 
are two ISths and two Ks. You'd be 
best off tying one end of a string to 
your bumper and the other end to the 
point of debarkation so you can find 
your way back. 


• If you must eat, pack a lunch. 


Not only Is it more economical, but 
It's rather pleasant to sit on the Mall 
or In a park and watch tourists go by. 
There are dozens of street vendors 
selling hot dogs, pop and snow cones, 
but that wears itself out after a few 
day;. One practically unkown tourist 
attraction, the Washington Navy Yard 
on the Anacostla River, has two ex- 
cellent, uncrowded restaurants with 
reasonable prices. The navy yard also 
has a monstrous museum which must 
have been created with children In 
mind. 


• If you're not as young 'as you 


used to be and still want to see the 
sights, there are big blue and white, 
open-air tour buses that will transport 
you from monument to museum. For 
a set fee you can get on and off the 
bus all day' and save your feet. The 
tour offered at Arlington National 
Cemetery Is one of the best you'll 
"find. 


• Don't stop sightseeing just be- 


cause the sun went down. The Jeffer- 
son Memorial, Washington Monument 


Educational displays abound 
Fun aplenty for kids in Capital 


The Nation's Capital Is strictly a 


"GP" attraction. You don't have to be 
accompanied by a child to visit there 
but It helps. 


There's plenty of fun for alt ages, 


and tho most unique aspect is that 
families can enjoy adult and kiddy en- 
tertainment simultaneously. It's not a 
case of pack the kids off to tho movie 
while you go play cards. 


If you have children, hero's n run- 


down of attractions to help you: 


• Dipt, of Commerce Aquarium — 


Use basement entrance on 14th Street, 
N. W., between E Street and Con- 
stitution Avenue. Tho Aquarium is not 
extensive, but It Is full of enough stod- 
gy turtles and gape-mouthed fish to 
keep tho youngsters occupied for 
about n half on hour. 


• Pan American Union Building — 


17th and Constitution Avenue, N. W. 
Children who aro Interested In tho 
mystique of ancient Indians will enjoy 
tho beautiful building, tho tropical 
garden court Inlaid with Mayan tiles, 
and tho Aztec God Statue that over- 
sees tho gardens. 


• D.A.It. Museum — 17th and C 


streets, N. W. Llttlo girls will lovo 
this. On tho second floor there's a 
largo display of dolls from all nations, 
a doll house, and tho school books of 
their counterparts in tho past. Around 
tho corner of the D.A.R. Memorial 
Continental Hall, they'll bo entranced 
by tho "Children's Attic," a period 
room sponsored by tho New Hamp- 
shire Society and filled with mar- 
velous Early American Dolls and doll 
furniture, animals, bonks and as- 
sorted pro-revolutionary type fancies. 


• Medical Museum of the Armed 


Forces — Tho Mall, 7th Street, S. W. 
If you have a would-be doctor In tho 
family tho museum has displays fea- 
turing specimens of bones wounded by 
bullets, photographs of tho effects of 
tho atomic blast on the survivors of 
Nagasaki, and tho doctor and dental 
Instruments, both modern and primi- 
tive. 


• Washington National Cathedral — 


Intersection of Massachusetts and 
Wisconsin avenues. Make sure you 
visit tho Children's Chapel, where all 
tho stained windows {Illustrate familiar 
Bible stories and tho furnishings aro 
scaled for children. 


• Franclican Monastery — 14th and 


Qulncy streets, N. E. Especially in- 
triguing aro the catacombs beneath 
tho chapel which lend themselves to 
oil kinds of Imaginings about the 
bravery of tho early Christians. 


• Voice of America — 330 Indepen- 


dence Avenue, S. W. Children really 
enjoy taking tho USIA tour and seeing 


tho Inside workings of a radio station, 
and will get a kick out of pressing the 
buttons to hear what's going on be- 
hind the glass windows of the studios 
and seeing tho pictures of children 
from other countries. 


• National Historical Wax Museum 


- 5th and K streets, N. W. Let the 
children push all tho buttons that acti- 
vate the-striklngly authentic historic 
scenes. At the quietly dramatic John 
F. Kennedy exhibit, with the push of a 
button they will hear tho late Presi- 
dent speak his most .famous words, 
and watch the lifelike statue fade into 
darkness while tho scene of a figure 
crouching beside tho window of the 
Dallas Book Depository comes Into 
VlflW. 


• Capitol Building — East End of 


Mall. Bo sure to let the children ride 
tho underground subway that con- 
nects tho Capitol Building with the 
New Senate Office Building. 


• Ford's Theater and tho house 


where Lincoln Died — Ford's Theater 
- 511 10th St., N, W. Completely re- 
stored, It shows tho theater as it was 
on tho night of April 14,1865, during 
the performance of "Our American 
Cousin," Tho Lincoln Museum Is In 
the basement. Directly across the 
street at 516 10th Street, N. W. Is the 
Peterson House to which the Presi- 
dent was carried after the shooting, 
remaining thcro until his death. Open 
dally 9-5:30. 


• Treasury Dcpt. — Pennsylvania 


Avenue at 15th Street, N. W. (EX- 
3-8400) Treasury T-mcn track down 
counterfeit money and illegal narcot- 
ics; tho Exhibit Rooms show how they 
operate. Open Monday through Friday 
9 to 5. 


• Post Office Dcpt. — 12th Street at 


Pennsylvania Avenue,. N. W. In room 
1315, there is a philatelic exhibit and a 
Philatelic Agency where U. S. com- 
memorative and regular stamps may 
bo purchased at face value. Tho ex- 
hibit and agency are open 9 to 5. 


• The George Washington Masonic 


National Memorial Temple — Alexan- 
dria, Va. Tho temple rises 400 feet 
above the city of Alexandria. Tho site, 
Shooters Hill, was once proposed as a 
possible location for tho Capitol of the 
United States. Tho junior set will en- 
joy the marvelous mechanical parade 
downstairs in tho museum rooms. 


• Friendship Veterans Fire Engine 


Co. — 107 S. Alfred St., Alexandria, 
Va. The date on tho cornerstone reads 
1774, and one of tho several early fire 
engines on display was donated to the 
company by George Washington in 
1775. No admission, open daily from 9 
to 5. 


• Naval Observatory — Massachu- 


setts Avenue at 34th Street, N. W. 
Open Monday through Friday, except 
Holidays, for conducted tours at 2 
p.m. Night tours several times a 
month. Reservations must be made 
for night tours, and should be made 
well in advance. Children under 12 not 
permitted on night tours. Whet the ap- 
petite of future astronomers at the ob- 
servatory which determines the offi- 
cial correct time for the United States 
and our ships at sea. The observatory 
has about 50 buildings on its 72-acre 
tract. Night tours are especially inter- 
esting: a demonstration of the time 
service, a short film, and an opportu- 
nity to look through the big 26-Inch 
telescope. 


• Naval Historical Display Center 


- Old Washington Navy Yard at 8th 
& M Sts., S. E. Houses the National 
Naval Memorial Museum. Featured 
are relics from the USS Constellation 
and the USS Constitution, a subma- 
rine begun a century ago, many large 
naval guns, guided missiles, atomic 
bomb coses and other 
historical 


items. A model ship collection that be- 
longed to John F. Kennedy is also ex- 
hibited. Open Monday through Sat- 
urday from 9 to 4. No admission. 


• Rock Creek Nature Center Plan- 


etarium — The Planetarium's regular 
45-mlnuto shows arc. for children 7 
years and older. The 24-foot dome 
gradually darkens, yo uhear bird and 
animal noises, then, as the stars ap- 
pear, you seem to be outdoors on a 
clear night while the Nark naturalist 
explains the starry reaches of the 
heavens. Shows may be arranged for 
groups during school hours; shows for 
the public are on Wednesdays and 
Fridays at 4 p.m., Saturdays at 10 and 
2, and Sundays at 4 p.m. On Sunday; 


a special show Is presented at 1:15 
p.m. for children from 4 to 6 years. 


• Federal Bureau of Investigation 


— 9th and Pennsylvania Avenue, N. 
W. A special agent will squire you 
through the trophy rooms and labs. 
Tours leave every 10 minutes from 
9:15 a.m. through 4:15 p.m., and last 
about an hour. Open Monday through 
Friday. Closed weekends and holi- 
days. You enter the actual laboratory 
section of the FBI, where you can see 
agents studying specimens of hand- 
writing, blood, poison, hairs, firearms 
and cor paint to identify and appre- 
hend criminals. You can tour the in- 
door shooting range, stand behind bul- 
let-proof glass and watch a sharp- 
shooting agent pick off a man-sized 
paper target; the most excited child 
will come away with the target. 


• Bureau of Engraving and Print- 


ing — 14th and C Streets, S. W. See 
how old, worn-out currency is de- 
stroyed and new crisp bills are print- 
ed. All the processes in printing, 
stamping, and counting of money are 
included in the 30-minute tours which 
start at infrequent intervals through- 
out the day. Open weekdays from 8 
a.m. to 2 p.m. Age 8 up. 


• National Geographlc's Explorers 


Hall - 17th and M Streets, N. W. Ex- 
plorers Hall takes up tho entire 
ground floor of the National Geogra- 
phic Society's modern headquarters 
building. The museum follows all the 
precedents set by the familiar Notion- 
al Geographic magazines: it Is in- 
structive, authentic, and brilliantly il- 
lustrated. 


and Lincoln Memorial are especially 
impressive at night, and the lines are 
much shorter. When you get to town 
you might want to spend $1.50 on .the 
latest edition of the Washington D.C. 
tourist guide to get an Idea of where 
things are, what they cost and what 
hours they are open.

Florida - the American dream 


SARASOTA, FLA. — Ponce do Leon 


started It all In 1513 when ho came to 
Florida in search of tho mythical 
fountain of youth. Ever since, pooplo 
have followed him hero for tho same 
reason. 


A man on a lonely farm in tho Mid- 


west tells his wile, "In another few 
years, wo can sell tho placo and move 
to Florida." 


A harried Now Yorker heeds the ad- 


vlco of his psychiatrist to "quit the 
rat race," and ho moves to Florida. 


A VERMONT merchant, crippled 


and coughing from tho winter cold, 
talks wistfully about tho Florida sun- 
shine and warm weather. 


Tho chance for an escape to Florida 


bos long been port of tho American 
dream, involved in those early prom- 
ises of life, liberty and tho pursuit ot 
happiness. 


What Is Florida? Only a flat penin- 


sula at tho southernmost part of the 
mainland, seemingly tho meeting 
placo for sand, sea and sky. Thoro aro 
orango groves and skyscrapers, sea- 
side resorts and fishing villages, mo- 
bllo homo parks and vast cattlo ran- 
ches. 


Florida supplies tho rest of tho 


country with citrus fruit, vegetables, 
beef, pulpwood and a good many oth- 
er products ranging from scashclls to 
tropical fish. In other words, Florida 
contributes its fair share to tho na- 
tional framework in tho swnp-and-bar- 
tcr system of tho United States. 


FLORIDA MAY DE remembered as 


tho launchlng-slto for journeys to tho 
moon. But even that triumph of tech- 
nology was only a 20th century ac- 
complishment that Involved many 
people from many other places. 


Florida's real gift to America is a 


placo in tho sun. Though now endan- 
gered, it still remains unspoiled. In- 
telligent concern and determined ac- 
tion may preserve that dcllcnto bal- 
ance of earth, water and air kept 
clean during tho time Florida existed 
almost forgotten as America's last 
frontier. 


Although St. Augustine is tho oldest 


permanent whlto scttiomcnt In tho

United States, Florida remained, for 
tho most part, a wilderness area until 
the 1850s. Thoso who migrated from 
tho other states found earlier emi- 
grants from abroad. The Spanish, the 
French and later tho English had 
formed their little settlements, and in 
1707 there arrived 1,500 colonists from 
Italy, Greece and tho island of Minor- 
ca. 


So Florida had a cosmopolitan 


background from tho beginning even 
though tho state was best known as 
the homo of tho backwoods settler 
called tho Cracker. The Florida 
Cracker got his name from the sound 
mado by the cracking of his long bull- 
whip. Tho whip never touched tho 
oxen ho drove, but tho cracking sound 
carried for miles through the forest. 


FIRST THE RAILROADS, then the 


automobiles and now the Jot planes 
made the trip to Florida possible for 
tho multitudes. 


"Let's go to Florida!" became an- 


other way of saying, "Let's go forth in 
pursuit of happiness!" 


Thoso who came to visit frequently 


returned to stay. And still more vis- 
itors arrived. Counting tho outrof-state 
license tags for years has been a fa- 
vorllo way to tench Florida young- 
sters tho geography of America —

The Seminolo War, 
1835-42, resulted In removal of most 
Indians to Oklahoma. Florida seceded

obey U. S. laws 


Piecemeal evidence continues 


to mount that the Central In- 
tclllgcncc Agency and the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
have flaunted U.S. laws for 
years. 


Blt-by-blt, revelations of vari- 


ous Illegal and unconstitutional 
practices by the two powerful 
agencies bear a frightening re- 
semblance to the, agonizing way 
in which the facts of the Water- 
gate scandal were dragged out 
into the open. 


Just a few of the recent reve- 


lations: 


• The FBI committed bur- 


glary as a matter of routine in 
investigating what it believed to 
be subversive organizations — 
and then destroyed the records 
of its observations. 


• The CIA deliberately ig- 


nored a presidential order to de- 
stroy its stores of lethal gas. 


FRANK CHURCH 


• Allen Dulles, former direc- 


tor of the CIA, asserted that he 
would He under oath to protect 
that agency from the con- 
sequences of its own misdeeds. 


• The FBI routinely invaded 


the privacy of the U.S. mail to 
obtain Information against citi- 
zens. 


We suspect, regretfully, that 


there is more to come. 


More disturbing is the men- 


tality evidenced by overzealous 
members of these intelligence 
organizations. Some seem to be- 
lieve they may employ nearly 
any tactics to accomplish what 
they perceive to be the national 
good. 


But it is abundantly clear that 


too often the CIA and the FBI 
invoke rules of secrecy in the 
name of "national security" 
when in reality their purpose is 
to conceal their own illegal acts. 


That is clearly demonstrated 


by the "do not file" memos 
which gave FBI agents author- 
ity from their superiors to com- 
mit burglary and which were 
systematically destroyed to con- 
ceal their existence from higher 
authorities. 


The more the committees 


headed by Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, and Rep. Otis Pike, 
D-N.Y., delve into these secret 
organizations, the greater will 
be the political pressure mount- 
ing against them. They surely 
will be attacked on the grounds 
they are undermining the na- 
tion's defenses. 


They deserve the wholeheart- 


ed support of the entire Con- 
gress and of the American peo- 
ple. 


There surely arc enemies of 


freedom in America, both for- 
eign and domestic, and agencies 
such as the CIA and the FBI are 
needed to combat them. 


But if such agencies 
are 


allowed to "defend" the nation 
by making a mockery of Us 
laws, they in fact aid the cause 
of the enemy. 


Stadium may deserve 
future consideration 


Wo hope Arlington Heights of- 


ficials, in their efforts to declare 
the Bears stadium financing 
plan officially dead, will not 
jeopardize development of the 
project if economic conditions 
improve and a palatable means 
of financing the stadium is 
found. 


It has been agreed generally 


that a final proposal calling for 
the village government to pledge 
all its income except for proper- 
ty taxes as backing for $24 mil- 
lion In stadium bonds was un- 
acceptable. 


The village board is expected 


at its next meeting to endorse a 


consultant's report declaring 
that financing of the stadium is 
not now feasible. 


Some trustees also want a for- 


mal vote killing the stadium fi- 
nancing plan. 


Wo believe the board should 


not take any action that would 
preclude a now financing ar- 
rangement In the future. 


The stadium could be an asset 


to Arlington Heights and the 
Northwest suburbs. If a financ- 
ing plan can be drawn that 
w o u l d cost local taxpayers 
nothing, the village should be 
prepared to take another look.

'Revive front porch campaigns'

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Senate 


committee is holding hearings this 
week on ways that protecton of the 
President might be improved. 


Meanwhile, Senate leaders arc rec- 


ommending immediate Secret Service 
protection for other presidential can- 
didates and certain prominent politi- 
cal figures. 


In some instances, having a Secret 


Service detail can benefit a candidate 
in ways not related to his personal 
safety. I'm told, for example, that the 
largest crowds Harold Stassen drew 
during his last campaign came when 
ills guards changed shifts. 


The most sensible suggestion I've 


seen for thwarting would-be political 
assassins was put forth by Rep. Rob- 
ert N. C. Nix, D-Pa. 


He proposes that presidential can- 


didates "return to the old campaign 
style of the fireside chat, the front 
porch campaign and the Lincoln- 
Douglas debates." 


I like it, I like it. The thought of the 


1976 presidential race turning into a 
front porch campaign is particularly 
appealing. 


In fart, one wonders why that style 


of campaigning was abandoned in the 
first place. 


It was Warren G. Harding, the 


avant-garde Ohioan, who conceived 
the far-out idea of staying at home 
during the campaign. Ever ahead of 
his times, Harding simply made 
speeches and received visiting delega- 
tions on his front porch. 


It was a radical ploy, but brilliant 


and audacious, and Harding veritably 
swamped his 1920 opponent, James M. 


Cox, who wore himself out chasing af- 
ter votes in the conventional manner. 


Harding, by the way, also was the 


candidate whose nomination was de- 
cided in the famous "smoke-filled 
room." The cigar fumes he inhaled 
getting the nomination may be the 
reason he resolved to spend the rest 
of the campaign out on the porch. 


In view of his success, you would 


have thought that .subsequent candi- 
dates would have copied the tech- 
nique. But no. They returned to the 
hustings with frenzied whistlestop 
tours, motorcades and other per- 
ipatetic forms of politicking. 


The assumption is that the scandals 


during the Harding administration 
made them shun everything associ- 
ated with him. But his record as Pres- 
ident In no way invalidates the cam- 
paign strategy he pioneered. 


It remains a stroke of genius and 


would, I'm confident, be equally effec- 
tive if revived by President Ford and 
his 1976 rivals. 


The figure 1976 as used above refers 


to the year rather than to the number 
of candidates. Actually, Ford's rivals 
probably number less than a thou- 
sand. 


Some allowances, I suppose, would 


have to be made for candidates who 
live in high rise apartments. Perhaps 
the resident manager would permit 
them to conduct front lobby cam- 
paigns. 


In any event, there's no gainsaying 


Nix's observation that "the American 
people are ready for quiet commu- 
nication" from the candidates. 


The one with a foot propped on the 


porch railing will have a leg up on 
his opponents.

It seems hard 
to believe but much of the damage to 
our junior highs is done by junior high 
students after 11 p.m.! 


It cost the district each year rough- 


ly $3,000 to $4,000 per year for mate- 
rials, labor, repair of break-ins, acci- 
dents and vandalism. Couldn't each 


school make use of that sum? 
money? 


Couldn't our gyms or playgrounds use 
new or improved equipment, our li- 
braries more books? How many addi- 
tional teaching aids could be pur- 
chased for your school with that

Rings mark trees' annual growth

HOW DO TREE RINGS TELL THE 


YEARS? 


The average tree keeps a diary 


throughout Its entire life. It records 
the yean, plus a number of other In- 
tcrcstlng details. It notes down the 
rainy and dry seasons and points 
where branches sprouted from this 
sldo and that. This remarkable diary 
can bo read In the circles of rings 
around a sllco of the tree's trunk. 


The story begins with the young 


sapling and ends when the tree Is cut 
down or dies of old ago. Tho young 
tree grows by adding layers of woody 
cells around Us trunk and branches 
and by extending the tips of Its twigs. 
These new cells are constructed In a 
special layer just below the bark. 
Each layer of now growth forms a 
circlo around (ho outside of the trunk. 


Tho average trco has to cope with 


changing seasons, winds and some- 
times forest fires. Growth requires 
moisture, warmth and sunshine. Dur- 
ing the summer season, the trco adds 


MARK TRAIL 


a thick layer of largo woody cells 
around Its trunk. In winter, growth 
slows down. When new cells are 
added, they are small and the ring is 
thin. The summer growth appears 
lighter, the winter growth Is darker. 


When the tree Is young, all the 


woody cells In its trunk transport food 
In tho form of liquid sap. Later these 
duties are taken over by tho outer 
rings, and the core of tho trunk dies. 
It forms a sturdy column of tough 
hcartwood, which helps to support the 
growing tree. Tho paler, softer rings 
around the hcartwood are called sap- 
wood — because they still carry the 
life-giving sap. 


The annual rings are seen when the 


trco Is cut down and sliced across the 
trunk. Each ring Is a double layer of 
lighter cells built during the summer 
and small darker cells built during 
the winter. The counting begins In the 
center of the hcartwood and moves 
outward, ring by ring. Each circlo of 
light and dark wood records one year 
In tho life of the tree. 


A pine tree drops its lower branches 


as it reaches for the sky. These 
wounds aro healed with gobs of hard, 
dark resin — and covered over with 


rings of new growth. They form the 
hard knots in knotty pine — and tell 
how old the tree was when Us 
branches fell. 


Sometimes a fierce gale bends a 


tree to one side. Later, the tree adds 
wider rings with extra weight on the 
leaning side of the trunk. A burled 
scar may mean fire damage. A very 
narrow growth ring means that the 
tree lived through a season of miser- 
able weather, when now cell produc- 
tion was reduced to a minimum.

WHAT IS A MOSQUITO'S LIFE 


SPAN? 


A mosquito's life cycle progresses 


through four stages. The one we know 
best Is the winged adult. The one that 
bites us is the female. The adult male 
mosquito feeds on plant juices. This 
stage of his life usually lasts from 10 
to 20 days. The adult female may live 
more than a month — while she lays 
perhaps 3,000 eggs in small batcTtes of 
100 to 300. 


Tho younger mosquito goes through 


an egg, larva and pupa stage — and 
all these stages need moisture. When 
water is plentiful, the egg may hatch 
in a few days. The wriggly larva lasts 
from four to 10 days, and after three 
or four days the pupa is ready to 
hatch into a winged adult. In this 
case, the mosquito life story is fin- 
ished in four to six weeks. However, 
when ponds dry up, the egg stage can 
last until the rains return, which may 
be a year or more.

State college tuition hike urged 


A proposed now "master plan" for 


higher education in Illinois calls for 
increased student tuition and cur- 
tailed spending at most of the state's 
colleges and universities. 


It projects that the schools will fall 


between $55 million and $86 million 
short of their needs by 1980 ,at esti- 
mated inflation rates of 6 to 10 per 
cent if they continue to receive the 
same percentage of state funds and 
do not raise tuitions. 


Tho plan was drafted by the staff of 


the Illinois Board of Higher Educa- 
tion, which governs all public colleges 
and universities in the state. It was 
mailed to board members this week 
and could undergo revisions before 
being adopted by the board later this 
year. 


The plan calls for schools to accom- 


modate expected enrollment increases 
through the early 1980s without much 
expansion of facilities, since projec- 
tions are that enrollments will decline 
after that. 


IT REQUIRES schools to give up 


old programs if they want new ones in 
most instances and to improve the 
quality of services "without the bene- 
fit of rapidly-growing financial re- 
sources." 


The plan reaffirms the board's goal 


of having under-graduate students 
pay one-third of'the cost of their own 
instruction by 1980. 


"Based on current instructional 


costs, the policy would represent a 
modest increase in total student costs 
of between 1.3 and 4 per cent," the 
plan said. 


In other school news: 


Illinois briefs 


• University of Illinois Pres. John 


E. Corbally said he has decided to 
drop a proposal to increase university 
tuition by $90 a year. He said he was 
withdrawing the proposal because he 
is not sure how much money will be 
available to the university for the 
1978-77 school year. 


• A U.S. Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare official said 
Monday more than $100 million in fed- 
eral funds for Chicago public schools 
is in jeopardy because the schools are 
in violation of an agreement calling 
for integrated staffs. Kenneth A. 
Mines, director of the HEW office for 
civil rights, said a letter would be 
sent to Chicago School Supt. Joseph P. 
Hannon later this week informing him 
staff assignments may violate the 1964 
Civil Rights Act. 


• A teachers' strike in south subur- 


ban Sauk Village entered its third day 
Monday, and negotiations broke down 
in the face of a strike threat by teach- 
ers at Atwood Heights School District 
125. At Atwood Heights, which serves 
four southwest suburbs, teachers 
union President Mary Claire Lynch 
urged a strike for Wednesday. 


• School drug prevention programs 


have proved inadequate in stemming 
rising drug abuse in the city's schools, 
state investigator Dennis Hamilton 
said Monday. Hamilton told members 
of the Illinois Legislative In- 


vestigating Commission that recent 
probes reveal that both alcohol and 
marijuana ore used frequently, with 
LSD ranking as the second most used 
drug. 


Bonk faces jail term 


A federal judge Monday ordered 


Cook County Comr. Charles S. Bonk 
jailed until he answers questions be- 
fore a federal grand jury investigating 
zoning shakedowns by County Board 
members; 


However, Chief U.S. District Court 


Judge James B. Parsons stayed the 
order until Bonk's attorney could ap- • 
peal. Parsons granted Bonk, 55, im- 
munity from prosecution Sept. 22 so- 
that Bonk would testify before a 
grandy jury. 


Thomas A. Foran, Bonk's attorney, 


objected to his client's appearance be- 
fore the grand jury on grounds that 
Bonk's testimony might place him in 
' double jeopardy. 


Bonk was indicted on 12 counts of 


extortion and five counts of income 
tax evasion Feb. 13, but was acquitted 
after a jury trial. 


'Impulses under control' 


A Rockford pyschlatrist testified 


Monday that the truck driver charged 
with the murder of a Rockford news- 
boy had the ability to control his im- 
pulse to kill. 


Dr. Carl Hamman, testifying for the 


prosecution, said he found that Robert 
Lower, 37, had his impulses "under 


adequate control" and that "his real- 
ity orientation is intact." 


Hamman's 
testimony 
disagreed 


•with testimony Friday offered by a 
psychiatrist hired by the defense, Dr. 
J. G. Graybill. Graybill said he be- 
lieves Lower "was a sexually dan- 
gerous person," who was probably out 
of touch with reality when he killed 
Joseph Didier, 15. 


Dldier, the son of a Rockford alder- 


man, was kidnaped while on his paper 
route. His nude body was found in a 
remote Boy Scout camp last March. 


Strict gim Imtis urged 


The Chicago City Council Monday 


unanimously approved a resolution 
calling for stricter federal gun control 
laws. Urged by Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley, the council cited "shocking and 
alarming" increases in violent crimes 
and urged Chicago residents to de- 
mand federal gun legislation. 


Hoivlett seeks reelection 


Illinois Secy, of State Michael Howl- 


ett has announced his intention to run 
for reelection, rather than challenge 
Gov. Daniel Walker. 


In a letter to all members of the 


state Democratic Central Committee, 
Howlctt said that "after extensive dis- 
cussion with my wife and children, I 
have decided that it is in the best in- 
terest of my family and the citizens of 
Illinois that I continue this work as 
secretary of state."

She gets jump 


& 
on*death in rail 
crossing mishap 


by JOE FRANZ 


A Dea Plaines woman narrowly es- 


caped Injury Monday morning when 
she abandoned hor stalled camper 
truck just moments before it was 
crushed by an.eastbound Chicago and 
North Western Ry. express train. 


However, Elaine Kastncr, 45, of 555 


N. Mount Prospect Rd., seemed to be 
taking her brush with death in stride 
by afternoon. 


"The whole thing really hasn't hit 


me yet," she told a reporter just 
hours after the near collision at the 
track and Mount Prospect Road, near 
Northwest Highway. 


"Right now I'm not upset about 


what happened. I think my mother 
was more upset when I told her," she 
added. 


NORTH WESTERN officials said 


the train, which went from Harrington 
to DCS Plaines nonstop, sloweii down 
to 20 m.p.h. but was unable to avoid 
hitting the camper. 


DCS Plaines police said the train 


dragged the camper 76 feet after im- 
pact, adding that the vehicle was a 
"total loss." 


"The way I look at It Is that there Is 


no point In getting upset because 
thcie is nothing I can do about what 
happened," she said. 


Mrs. Kastner said the accident oc- 


curred as she was northbound on 
Mount Prospect Road, attempting to 
cross the tracks. She said she got 
trapped on the tracks behind several 
vehicles after a truck stopped to 
make a left turn nto the Northwest 
Highway. 


"The truck was turning left from 


the middle lane and we all got stuck 
behind it," Mrs. Knstner said. "I was 
the Ust one and was on the tracks. 
Then the bells started ringing and the 
gates went down. 


"I BEEPED my horn four or five 


times for them to get out of my way, 
but nothing happened," she said. "The 
only thing I could think of was that I 
couldn't move and had to do some- 
thing." 


It was at this point that Mrs. Kast- 


ner got out of her camper and ran to 
safety. 


"I don't know how long after I got 


out that the camper was hit by the 


train," she said. "It wasn't that close, 
but I could see that the train wasn't 
going to be ablu to stop. I wasn't go- 
ing to sit there when I knew I couldn't 
move." 


At the time of the accident, Mrs. 


Kastner said she was returning from 
Maine West High School where she 
had dropped off two of her children 
and a neighbor. She said she makes 
the trip at least once a day. 


"If It (accident) had occurred while 


they were with me it would have tak- 
en longer for us to get out of the 
camper," she said. "I do think, 
though, that they would have had 
enough sense to get out." 


MRS. 
KASTNER said that because 


of her near-miss she probably will ap- 
proach the crossing with extreme cau- 
tion but she does not plan to avoid Ihe 
railroad tracks. 


"It would be silly to go another way 


because that really is the only way to 
go," she said. 


Railroad officials said six trains 


were delayed for about 35 minutes 
while work crews removed debris 
from the tracks after the crash.

The number of persons receiving 


general assistance in Maine Township 
dropped more than 5 per cent in Au- 
gust compared with the number in 
July. 


Figures released by Maine Town- 


ship Supervisor James Dowd show 218 
persons qualified for assistance pay- 
ments last month as compared with 
231 in July. 


The figure is also down slightly 


from August 4974 when 221 persons re- 
ceived assistance. 


The drop in the number of persons 


receiving assistance continued a trend 
that was upset In July. The number of 
persons decreased during May and 
June.

Chicago. The president also has 
scheduled a meeting with about 40 
suburban mayors Wednesday morn- 
ing. 


YOUNG IS planning a reception 


from 5 to 7 pm. Wednesday to an- 
r.ounce his candidacy at the Skokie 
hotel. 


The event will maik the start of the 


one-term Congressman's attempt to 
regain the post he lost to U.S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, in 1974. 
Young tentatively scheduled two press 
conferences in recent weeks, but both 
were called off. 


He has been seeking support from 


prominent Republicans from through- 
out the North Shore district, which In- 
cludes most of Des Plaines. 


Young's candidacy may eliminate 


several possible contenders from the 
running who do not want to start an 
inter-party feud or see a costly GOP 
primary, according to some observ- 
ers. 


SOME REPUBLICAN leaders have 


hoped privately Young would not 
stage a third try against Mikva. The 
t\vo men engaged in heated cam- 
paigns in 1972 and 1974.

Wood School 
may serve as 
junior high wing

Converting Grant Wood School into 


an annex for Grove Junior High 
School is being considered by the Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 sixth-grade 
study committee. 


The committee has been looking at 


options to alleviate overcrowded con- 
ditions at the junior high schools and 
considering the best placement for 
sixth-grade students. 


"We came to a consensus vote that 


we are not in favor of sending the 
sixth graders back to the elementary 
schools," said Thomas Powers, chair- 
man. 


THE COMMITTEE has discussed 


with school principals overcrowding 
at the five junior high schools and 
what Is being done for sixth graders. 


"We found all of the junior highs 


are making an attempt to make sixth 
grade different from the regular ju- 
nior high to accommodate the 
needs of a sixth grade kid," said Pow- 
ers, who also is principal of Hopkins 
School. "We also found a two-year ju- 
nior high is not where anyone in the 
country is going because there is no 
stability with one grade coming in 
and one going out." 


He said the committee agreed the 


district "really has a one — possibly 
two — school problem" with over- 
crowding. The two schools that need 
more room are Grove and Holmes, he 
said. 


Ideas tho committee is discussing 


to case the crowded conditions in- 
clude converting Grant Wood to an 
annex for Grove because it is across 
the street from the junior high school. 


He said the committee does not 


want to make Grant Wood a sixth 
grade annex but rather a type of addi- 
tion to Grove which would be used by 
all grades. 


ANOTHER OPTION for Grove 


would be leaving sixth graders in the 
elementary schools for several years 
until the junior high enrollment drops, 
he said. 


The committee is considering con- 


verting one wing of Forest View 
School into an annex for Holmes to 
help crowded conditions at that junior 
high, he said. The schools share a 
common site so students would not 
have to cross streets. 


He said leaving the sixth graders in 


tho elementary schools in the Holmes 
area would not work because those 
elementary schools do not have 
enough room to accommodate the ad- 
ditional students. 


The committee plans to hold at least 


three public hearings during Novem- 
ber to get parents' views about these 
options. Meetings will be held at 
Grove, Holmes and Dempster junior 
high schools. A fourth meeting is 
being considered for Lively Junior 
High School. 


The committee also is discussing 


the needs of the sixth grade student. 


cssarily opposed to the new plan, but 
were concerned because they were 
not consulted about the change in 
companies.

Licensed scavengers say 
they can handle all trash

Licensed and unlicensed scavengers 


operating In Wheeling offered con- 
tradictory statements to the judiciary 
and purchasing committee Monday 
night on the need lo increase the num- 
ber of scavenger licenses in the vil- 
lage. 


Representatives of three licensed 


scavenger services operating In the 
village said they arc capable of han- 
dling present and future refuse prob- 
lems In Wheeling. The licensed com- 
panies criticized the village for failing 
to stop or Issue citations to unlicensed 
companies which have been hauling 
garbage from several areas In the vil- 
lage. 


Village ordinance limits the number 


of scavenger licenses to four. In re- 
cent months, however, as many as six 
unlicensed companies two been oper- 
ating In the village, usually serving 
one or two clients each. The unli- 
censed companies arc serving com- 
mercial customers. 


REPRESENTATIVES of the vil- 


lage's three licensed scavengers, 
Wheeling Disposal Co., Buffalo Grove 
Disposal Co. and Arc Disposal Co., 
said they have the equipment and the 
landfill capacity to meet the needs of 
the village. The representatives also 
said the companies have cooperated 


to share the business load In the vil- 
lage. They said If the village allows 
more licensed operators, price wars 
and poor service might result. 


Officials said unlicensed firms seek- 


ing licenses to serve only one or two 
customers In the village docs not 
guarantee the firms will not seek oth- 
er customers. 


Best Disposal Co. and Hoffman Dis- 


posal Co. said they had applied for 
village licenses several years ago but 
did not receive them because there 
were already four licensed com- 
panies. The village currently has 
three licenses Issued because Ryan 
Disposal Co., the fourth operator, 
failed to rcapply for a license this 
year. 


Robert Hoffman, Hoffman Disposal 


Co., was the only unlicensed scaven- 
ger who said he would seek a full op- 
erating license in the village. 


Officials from Best Disposal and 


Top Disposal Co. said they arc only 
Interested in a limited license to serve 
their current village clients. The com- 
pany representatives added they are 
not interested in serving residential 
areas. 


The committee made no decision on 


Increasing the number of scavenger 
licenses but agreed to continue dis- 
cussion at a future meeting. 


junction is being sought to force

to Des Plnlnes nonstop, slowed down 
to 20 m.p.h. but was unable to avoid 
hitting the camper. 


DCS Plaines police said the train 


dragged the camper 76 feet after im- 
pact, adding that the vehicle was a 
"total loss." 


"The way I look at It is that there is 


no point in getting upset because 
there'Is nothing I can do about what 
happened," she said.

She gets jump 
on death in rail 
crossing mishap

A DCS Plaines woman narrowly es- 


caped injury Monday morning when 
she abandoned her stalled camper 
truck just moments before it was 
crushed by an eastbound Chicago and 
North Western Ry. express train. 


However, Elaine Kastncr, 45, of 555 


N. Mount Prospect Rd., seemed to be 
taking her brush with death in stride 
by afternoon. 


"The whole thing really hasn't hit 


me yet," she told a reporter just 
hours after the near collision at the 
track and Mount Prospect Road, near 
Northwest Highway. 


"Right now I'm not upset about 


what happened. I think my mother 
was more upset when I told her," she 
added. 


NORTH WESTERN officials said 


the train, which went from Barrlngton 
to Des Plaines nonstop, slowed down 
to 20 m.p.h. but was unable to avoid 
hitting the camper. 


DCS Plaines police said the train 


dragged the camper 76 (eet after im- 
pact, adding that the vehicle was a 
"total loss." 


"Tho way I look at it is that there is 


no point in getting upset because 
there Is nothing I can do about what 
happened," she said. 


Mrs. Kastncr said the accident oc- 


curred as she was northbound on 
Mount Prospect Road, attempting to 
cross the tracks. She said she got 
trapped on the tracks behind several 
vehicles after a truck stopped to 
make a left turn onto Northwest 
Highway. 


"The truck was turning left from 


the middle lane and we all got stuck 
behind It," Mrs. Kastner said. "I was 
the last one and was on the tracks. 
Then the bells started ringing and the 
gates went down. 


"I BEEPED my horn four or five 


times (or them to get out of my way, 
but nothing happened," she said. "The 
only thing I could think of was that I 
couldn't move and had to do some- 
thing." 


It was at this point that Mrs. Kast- 


ner got out of her camper and ran to 
safety. 


"I don't know how long after I got 


out that the camper was hit by the 


train," she said. "It wasn't that close, 
but I could see that the train wasn't 
going to be able to stop. I wasn't go- 
ing to sit there when I knew I couldn't 
move." 


At the time of the accident, Mrs. 


Kastncr said she was returning (rom 
Maine West High School where she 
had dropped off two of her children 
and a neighbor. She said she makes 
the trip at least once a day. 


"If it (accident) had occurred while 


they were with me it would have tak- 
en longer for us to get out of the 
camper," she said. "I do think, 
though, that they would have had 
enough sense to get out." 


MRS. KASTNER said that because 


of her near-miss she probably will ap- 
proach the crossing with extreme cau- 
tion but she does not plan to avoid* the 
railroad tracks: 


"It would be silly to go another way 


because that really Is the only way to 
go," she said. 


Railroad officials said six trams 


were delayed (or about 35 minutes 
while work crews removed debris 
from the tracks after the crash.

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Operating costs 
to increase 33% 
for Dist. 211

Operating expenses In High School 


Dial. 211 will Increase 33 per cent in 
the 1975-78 school year, but property 
taxes ore expected to remain stable in 
1078. 
James Slater, Dlst. 211 business man- 
ager, explained at Monday night's 
board of education meeting that 
taxes are expected to "remain 
within the board's commitment not to 
raise the taxes" despite the jump in 
expenses. 


Slater said the increase Is attribut- 


able to Inflation and a 5.3 per cent 
Increase In enrollment, but a $29 mil- 
lion hike in the district's assessed 
valuation to a total of $607 million will 
prevent a tax Increase. 


Enrollment this year is 10,674 stu- 


dents, and the district will add about 
43 teachers to its staff. 


T1IE ADMINISTRATION presented 


tho board with several options for 
levying taxes. One would have low- 
ered tho taxes, but the board chose the 
most conservative option which Is ex- 
pected to hold property taxes stable to 
avoid any problems with tho state old 
formula. 


Tho board approved tho $23.76 mil- 


lion budget, up $17.87 million. Reve- 
nue is expected to increase by 18.1 per 


o?nt from $20.8 million last year to 
$24.57 million this year. 


Expenses in tho education fund, 


largest fund in the budget, ore up 25.5 
per cent from $13.0 million lost year 
to $17.48 million this year. 


Tho fund includes an Increase in 


teachers' salaries. Teachers and the 
board this month agreed to a now con- 
tract raising teacher salaries by 10.65 
per cent this year. Also included is a 
large increase In hospltollzation insur- 
ance because of skyrocketing rates, 
Slater said. 


ALTHOUGH NOT part of the total 


budget figure, tho education fund In- 
cludes a $070,000 contingency fund for 
emergency purposes and a $2 million 
reserve, which will bo used to equip 
the district's sixth high school when it 
opens in 1077. 


Revenue is higher this year, although 


the district's tax revenue is down be- 
cause of a rollback in the tax rate as 
provided In the now formula used to 
figure state aid. A resulting increase 
In stala aid more than makes up for 
the loss in taxes, Slater said. 


Expenses in tho building fund are 


Include a $937,500 contingency fund. 
Expenses include n $1.5 million loan 
repayment to tho education fund.

Dist. 211 operating cost 
rises 33% in new budget

Operating e>penses in High School 


Dist. 211 will increase 33 per cent in 
the 1975-76 school year, but property 
taxes are expected to remain stable in 
1976. 


James Slater, Dist. 211 business man- 


ager, explained at Monday night's 
board of education meeting 
that 


taxes 
are 
expected 
to 
"remain 


within the board's commitment not to 
raise the taxes" despite the jump in 
expenses. 


Slater said the increase is attribut- 


able to Inflation and a 5.3 per cent 
increase in enrollment, but a $29 mil- 
lion hike in the district's assessed 
valuation to a total of $667 million will 
prevent a tax increase. 


Enrollment this year is 10,674 stu- 


dents, and the district will add about 
45 teachers to its staff. 


THE ADMINISTRATION presented 


the board with several options for 
levying taxes. One would have low- 
ered the taxes, but the board chose the 
most conservative option which is ex- 
pected to hold property taxes stable to 
avoid any problems with the state aid 
formula. 


The board approved the $23.76 mil- 


lion budget, up $17.87 million. Reve- 
nue is expected to increase by 18.1 per 
cent from $20.8 million last year Co 
$24 57 million tills year. 


Expenses in the education fund, 


largest fund in the budget, are up 25.5 
per cent from $13.9 million last year 
to $17.48 million this year. 


The fund Includes an increase in 


teachers' salaries. Teachers and the 
board this month agreed to a new con- 
tract raising teacher salaries by 10.65 
per cent this year. Also included is a 
large increase in hospitalization insur- 
ance because of skyrocketing rates, 
Slater said. 


ALTHOUGH NOT part of the total 


budget figure, the education fund in- 
cludes a $670,000 contingency fund for 
emergency purposes and a $2 million 
reserve, which will be used to equip 
the district's sixth high school when it 
opens in 1977. 


Revenue is higher this year, although 


the district's tax revenue is down be- 
cause of a rollback in the tax rate as 
provided in the new formula used to 
figure state aid. A resulting increase 


in state aid more than makes up for 
the loss in taxes, Slater said. 


Expenses in the building fund are 


up about 58 2 per cent this year to a 
total of $5.2 million. The total docs not 
include a $937,500 contingency fund. 
Expenses include a $1.5 million loan 
repayment to the education fund. 


EXPENSES IN the transportation 


fund are up 67.7 per cent to $1 08 mil- 
lion this year. The money will be used 
to buy 16 school buses and installation 
of a light warning system on the 
buses. 


The increased costs also are due to 


inflated prices for mechanical parts, 
supplies and gasoline. Expansion of 
the girls' athletic program and addi- 
tion of a late bus route at the dis- 
trict's five high schools have pushed 
transportation costs higher. 


The site and construction fund, sep- 


arate from the operating 
budget, 


shows expenses next year at $8.1 mil- 
lion. Most of that amount is car- 
marked for additions, pools and audi- 
toriums for three high schools. It in- 
cludes a $1.5 million loan payment to 
the building fund. The additions were 
approved in a $22 million bond refer- 
endum last October. ,

She gets jump 
on death in rail 
crossing mishap

A DCS Plalncs woman narrowly es- 


caped Injury Monday morning when 
.she abandoned her stalled camper 
truck just moments before It was 
crushed by an eastbound Chicago and 
North Western Ry. express train. 


However, Elaine Kastncr, 45, of 555 


N. Mount Prospect Rd., seemed to bo 
taking her brush with death in stride 
by afternoon. 


"The whole thing really hasn't hit 


me yet," she told a reporter just 
hours after the near collision at the 
track and Mount Prospect Road, near 
Northwest Highway. 


"Right now I'm 'not upset about 


what happened. I think my mother 
was more upset when I told her," she 
added. 


NORTH WESTERN officials said 


the train, which went from Barrington 
to Des Plalnes nonstop, slowed down 
to 20 m.p.h. but was unable to avoid 
hitting the camper. 


DCS Plalncs police said the train 


dragged the camper 76 feet after Im- 
pact, adding that the vehicle was a 
"total loss." 


"The way I look at it is that there is 


no point in getting upset because 
there is nothing I can do about what 
happened," she said. 


Mrs. Kastner said the accident oc- 


curred as she was northbound on 
Mount Prospect Road, attempting to 
cross the tracks. She said she got 
trapped on the tracks behind several 
vehicles after a truck stopped to 
make a left turn onto Northwest 
Highway. 


"The truck was turning left from 


the middle lane and we all got stuck 
behind It," Mrs. Kastner said. "I was 
the last one and was on the tracks. 
Then the bells started ringing and the 
gates went down. 


"I BEEPED my horn four or five 


times for" them to get out of my way, 
but nothing happened," she said. "The 
only thing I could think of WAS that I 
couldn't move and had to do some- 
thing." 


It was at this point that Mrs. Kast- 


ner got out of her camper and ran to 
safety. 


"I don't know how long after I got 


out that the camper was hit by the 


train," she said. "It wasn't that close, 
but I could sec that the train wasn't 
going to be able to stop. I wasn't go- 
ing to sit there when I knew I couldn't 
move."

At the time of the accident, Mrs. 


Kastner said she was returning from 
Maine West High School where she 
had dropped off two of her children 
and a neighbor. She said she makes 
the trip at least once a day. 


"If it (accident) had occurred while 


they were with me it would have tak- 
en longer for us to get out of the 
camper," she said. "I do think, 
though, that they would have had 
enough sense to get out." 


MRS. KASTNER said that because 


of her near-miss she probably will ap- 
proach the crossing with extreme cau- 
tion but she does not plan to avoid* the 
railroad tracks. 


"It would be silly to go another way 


because that really is the only way to 
go," she said. 


Railroad officials said six trains 


were delayed for about 35 minutes 
while work, crews removed debris 
from the tracks after the crash.

Hoffman 
plans health 
services study 


A comprehensive health survey is 


being planned in Hoffman Estates to 
determine the need for expanded 
health services. 


The survey, a telephone study which 


will question residents or. a number of 
areas involving personal health aid 
medical needs, will be conducted by 
the village health department. 


Health Director James Demos said 


Monday the survey should begin in 
two 
weeks 
after 
volunteers 
are 


trained to conduct the study. 


THE DEPARTMENT originally had 


planned the survey in the spring, but 
a lack of volunteers to conduct the 
study forced a postponement. Demos 
said the Women's ORT group now has 
offered to assist in the survey. 


"We are trying to determine what 


services are available now, what may 
be needed and what possibly we can 
do to correct 
anything that 
is 


deficient," Demos said. 


"We have a lot of services avail- 


able, but are people aware of them? 
If they aren't, then we will have the 
responsibility of letting people know." 


AKEAS TO BE examined in the sur- 


vey will include questions on drug 
abuse and alcoholism, what medical 
facilities residents use in the area, 
how often they visit doctors and den- 
tists, how far away medical facil- 
ities are from residents and if trans- 
portation, to medical facilities is a 
problem. 


Residents wijl be asked if they 


would use free counseling services 
and testing programs for diseases 
such as glaucoma, venereal disease, 
breast cancer and tuberculosis if such 
free testing was provided by the vil- 
lage. 


Opinions on noise and litter pollu- 


tion in the village also will be sought. 


The telephone solicitation is Ex- 


pected to begin the week of Oct. 13.

After a near two-year delay, the 


murder trial of Isrncl Pcqucno, Pala- 
tine, got underway Monday as defense 
und state's attorneys began the 
tedious process of selecting a jury. 


Pcqucno. 20. of 503 W. Wood St., Is 


accused of the March in, 1973, slaying 
or his 
1 former girlfriend, Sharon Soy- 


ka, 8717 Oriole Ln., Rolling Meadows. 
Police found the 17-year-old girl shot 
to death in the kitchen of her home 
and arrested Pcqucno the same day. 


Pequeno, held without bond In Coun- 


ty Jail since, appeared thin and wan 


Monday. He fidgeted nervously as 
Criminal Court Judge Benjamin S. 
Mackoff questioned prospective Jurors 
on their feelings about the crime and 
testimony likely to come on Pequcno's 
mental condition at the time of the 
murder. 


MACKOKP SAID Poqiwno may en- 


ter an Insanity plea. 


Only four of the 12 men and women 


who will decide Pequeno's fate wcru 
picked In the first day of jury selec- 
tion. The rest probably will be named 
today.

man of the committee, has scheduled 
the closed-door meeting to begin I/fie 
selection process for the two positions, 
The two new administrators will re- 
place James Watson, who has resign- 
ed as the city's manager effective 
Wednesday. 


A "number of resumes" have been 


submitted for the post, Jacobson said 
Monday, and the committee will begin 
review of the applications. 


APPLICANTS FOR both posts will 


be considered, he added. 


"We're going to probably look for 


both and sec If we can find people 
who are qualified," Jacobson said. Ho' 
added the selection process could bu 
lengthy. 


"I'm sure It will be. I can't project 


how long It will take but we will try to 


get Information to the council as soon 
as we can." 


Watson resigned last week after 


coming under fire from city officials 
recently for budgetary errors, which 
could mean a revenue loss of some 
$200,000. He has said he would remain 
on if necessary until Oct. 15 while new 
administrators arc sought. 


JACOBSON SAID, however, if n 


new manager and finance officer are 
not hired by mid-October, the qity 
council would likely be asked to de- 
cide who could act as temporary city 
manager. 


He added Watson could be asked to 


stay on In the temporary capacity. 


"If there is no appointment, it will 


be up to the council to decide to keep 
Jim on In the Interim," he said. 


Administrative Asst. Charles Green, 


Watson's assistant, has acted as city 
manager when Watson has been 
away. Jacobson declined to say 
whether Green has applied for the 
city manager's job.

mixture of smaller communillcs In II- 
llnols, Indiana, Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan.

thnt an "open discussion" of munici- 
pal problems could be conducted. 


A number of the mayors Indicated 


the chief topic they hope to discuss 
with Ford Is the future of the federal 
revenue-sharing program. 


"We need some firmer assurance 


than a promise that the government 
will keep reviewing the need for reve- 
nue sharing," said Teichert. "It has 
become too Integral a part of our 
budgets to be ended." 


FORD IS SCHEDULED to address 


n Republican fund-raising dinner at the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel this evening. He 
will stay overnight at the North Shore 
Hilton Hotel, Skokie, and meet there 
with the mayors before departing lat- 
er In the day for Omaha. 


As expected, Ford declined an In- 


vitation to visit Northwestern Univer- 
sity, Evanston, to meet with a panel 
of student interviewers from the Mod- 
111 School of Journalism. 


The Invitation, formally refused lost 


Thursday, would have required the 
President to travel about five miles 
•from Skokio to the Northwestern 
campus. 


The conference with the mayors Is 


scheduled for 9 a.m. 


McGann and Thomas Mauet dis- 
missed two prospective jurors, In- 
cluding an Arlington Heights woman 
and a Chicago woman who said a 
relative of hers had been accused of 
murder three years ago.

Trustees unite against project 


Stadium's grave dug

The 
Arlington Heights Village 


Board dug the grave for the Chicago 
Bears football stadium at Arlington 
Park Race Track Monday night to the 
obvious delight of residents of the vil- 
lage's Wcstgatc subdivision. 


All six trustees who attended a 


Mayor's Round Table discussion with 
about 50 Westgato residents said they 
are opposed to further consideration 
of municipal financing for the sta- 
dium. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier predicted 


"nail driving" in the stadium coffin 
will begin next Monday night when 
the board .is expected to turn down its 
financial consultants' plan for funding 
the $35 million project. 


He also predicted the hoard even- 


tually will reject Madison Square Gar- 
den's continuing petition for a special 
land use permit for a stadium at the 
race track. 


WESTGATE RESIDENTS, Arling- 


ton Heights homeowners living closest 
to Arlington Park, were united in 


their opposition to the Bears stadium 
plan because of financing and traffic 
problems and an influx of "undesir- 
ables," who one resident character- 
ized as "a man with five or six shots 
of whiskey in him coming out of a 
football stadium," 


Other residents said they were dis- 


appointed the village board had not 
rejected the stadium plan sooner. 
There was no voice of support for 
the project. 


On Sept. 17* Village Pros. James T. 


Ryan announced financial discussions 
on the stadium were being "postponed 
indefinitely" because of an unfavor- 
able municipal bond market. 


But it was apparent Monday night 


that a majority of the board wants to 
officially 
pronounce the project a 


dead issue. 


"Tl'u stadium is pretty dead, and 


it's going to get 'deader' next Monday 
night when the village board votes 
down the project," Palmatier said. 


Board memlHjrs were less definite 


when asked about the repeal of the 
village's 5 per cent utility tax. Only 


one trustee, David Griffin, saiu une- 
quivocally that the tax should be re- 
pealed. 


"WHEN GOVERNMENT has mon- 


ey, we're going to spend it. When we 
don't have money, we have to make 
serious choices," Griffin said in re- 
buttal to some other trustees who 
maintained the $1.3 million raised 
ysarly by the tax would be needed for 
water, sewer and other expensive cap- 
ital improvements. 


Griffin said it was time to "bring 


this thing to a crashing halt." 


Palmatier said the board has a year 


to decide what to do about the tax, 
because it will take that long to com- 
plete projects already approved with 
utility tax financing. 


Trustee Robert H. Miller said the 


u t i l i t y tax maintains Arlington 
Heights water and sewer services. 
Trustee 0. V. Anderson said he "nev- 
er advocated doing away with the tax 
until \ve find where we can get the ad- 
ditional revenue to make up the dif- 
ference." 


Woman gets jump on death in rail crossing mishap

A DCS Plnincs woman narrowly es- 


caped Injury Monday morning when 
she abandoned her stalled camper 
truck just moments before It was 
crushed by an castbound Chicago and 
North Western Ry. express train. . 


However, Elaine Knstner, 45, of 555 


N. Mount Prospect Rd., seemed to be 
taking her brush with death In stride 
by afternoon. 


"The whole thing reully hasn't hit 


me yet." sho told n reporter just 
hours after the near collision at the 
track and Mount Prospect Road, ncnr 


Northwest Highway. 


"Right now I'm not upset about 


what happened. I think my mother 
was more upset when I told her," she 
added. 


NORTH WESTERN offichls said 


the train, which went from Barrington 
to Des Plalnes nonstop, slowed down 
to 20 m.p.h. but was unable to avoid 
hitting the camper. 


DCS Plalncs police said the train 


dragged the camper 76 feet after im- 
pact, adding that the vehicle was a 
"total loss." 


"The way I look at It Is that there Is 


no point in getting upset because 
there Is nothing I can do about what 
happened," she said. 


Mrs. Kastner said the accident oc- 


curred as she was northbound on 
Mount Prospect Road, attempting to 
cross the tracks. She said she got 
trapped on the tracks behind several 
vehicles after a truck stopped to 
make a left turn onto Northwest 
Highway. 


"The truck was turning left from 


the middle lane and we all got stuck 
behind It," Mrs. Kastner said. "I was 
the last one and was on the tracks. 


Then the bells started ringing and the 
gates went down. 


"I BEEPED my horn four or five 


times for them to get out of my way, 
but nothing happened," she said. "The 
only thing I could think of was that I 
couldn't move and had to do some- 
thing." 


It was at. this point that Mrs. Kast- 


ner got out of her camper and ran to 
safety. 


"I don't know how Jong after I got 


out that the camper was hit by the 
train," she said. "It wasn't that close, 


but I could see that the train wasn't 
going to be able to stop. I wasn't go- 
ing to sit there when I knew I couldn't 
move." 


At the time of the accident, Mrs. 


Kastner said she was returning from 
Maine West High School where she 
had dropped off two of her children 
and a neighbor. She said she makes 
the trip at least once a day. 


"If it (accident) had occurred while 


they were with me it would have tak- 
en longer for us to get out of the 
camper," she said. "I do think, 


though, that they would have had 
enough sense to get out." 


MRS. KASTNER said that because 


of her near-miss she probably will ap- 
proach the crossing with extreme cau- 
tion but she docs not plan to avoid the 
railroad tracks. 


"It would be silly to go another way 


because that really is the only way to 
go," she said. 


Railroad officials said six trains 


were delayed for about 35 minutes 
while work crews removed debris 
from the tracks after the crash.

Farm visit 


Family gets insight into the operation of a big Iowa farm 


by spending a weekend with the Merlin Hulse household

What 5-ycar-old Stephen Alwood 


liked about Iowa is probably what 
every youngster loves — feeding 
cattle, holding pigs and riding the 
tractor. 


But what was supposed to bo a 


farm experience for the Palatine 
boy also turned out to bo educa- 
tional for his parents, Gary and 
Christina, 611 N. Whitcomb Dr. 
Visiting the Merlin Hulso farm In 
Clarence, Iowa, taught the family 
some of the complexities and 
costs Involved in a family farm 
operation. 


The visit to the eastern Iowa 


farm during an August weekend 
was made possible through an ex- 
change program sponsored by the 
U. S. Dcpt. of Agriculture. Last 
weekend, it ws tho I lubes' turn to 
vlilt — a chance to sec Woodficld 
Shopping Center, downtown Chi- 
cago and harness racing at May- 
wood Park. 


Alwood, financial vice president 


for 
Hamilton Mint, Arlington 


Heights, said, "I learned the capi- 
tal investment Involved. What was 
o v e r w h e l m i n g was that he 
(Hulse) would buy as much corn 
(for cattle feed) as he raised. 


"MY WIFE LEARNED the dif- 


ference between a steer and a 
bull." 


Ho said his son was enthralled 


with tho 350 head of cattle and 
1,200 hogs on the 240-acre farm, 
about 40 miles north of the Quad- 
Cities. "He had never been 
around animals, except maybe at 
a petting zoo." 


Hulso got involved In the pro- 


gram through his tics with the Ce- 
dar County Farm Bureau. For 
three years tho county, along with 
two other nearby counties, have 
been Inviting travelers to stop and 
visit farm life. 


Hidden from consumer view arc 


the mounting costs of farmers, pin- 
ching them under slow-rising 


market prices. Hulse estimated It 
costs him about $200 now to raise 
an acre of corn wtarc about four 
years ago, It cost about $100. 
Gasoline, fuel oil, labor equip- 
ment, fertilizer and seed have all 
gone up. 


Much of the farming in Cedar 


County has turned from livestock 
to grain because of market condi- 
tions about two years ago that 
caused cattle-raisers to lose as 
much as $200 a head, Hulse said. 


HULSE HAS KNOWN no other 


home. His farm has been in his 
family for 97 years, and his 24- 
year-old son, Denny, will carry on 
tho tradition. 


Education is the real reason be- 


hind the exchange program. Hulse 
explained he met an elderly Call- 
fornian at the state fair in Des 
Moincs and that the man asked 
what they do with a steer. 


There is cost cutting involved, 


he said, like marketing cattle at a 


lower grade rather than spending 
money to keep them until prime 
rating. 


Alwood, who said he knew some- 


thing about what the farmer had 
to work under, noted, "It was an 
education process. I learned what 
really happens on a farm."

ALTHOUGH NOT part of the total 


budget figure, the education fund In- 
cludes a $670,000 contingency fund for 
emergency purposes and a $2 million 
reserve, which will be used to equip 
the district's sixth high school when it 
opens in 1077. 


Revenue is higher this year, although 


the district's tax revenue is down be- 
cause of a rollback In the tax rate as 
provided in the new formula used to 
figure state aid. A resulting increase 
in state aid more than makes up for 
the loss in taxes, Slater said. 


Expenses In the building fund are 


up about 58.2 per cent this year to a 
total of $5.2 million.

Farm visit 


Family gets insight into the operation of a big Iowa farm 


by spending a weekend with the Merlin Hulse household

What 5-year-old Stephen Alwood 


liked about Iowa Is probably what 
every youngster loves — feeding 
cattle, holding pigs and riding the 
tractor. 


But what was supposed to be a 


farm experience for the Palatine 
boy also turned out to be educa- 
tional for his parents, Gary and 
Christina, 611 N. Whltcomb Dr. 
Visiting the Merlin Hulse farm in 
Clarence, Iowa, taught the family 
some of the complexities and 
costs involved in a family farm 
operation. 


The visit to the eastern Iowa 


farm during an August weekend 
was mode possible through an ex- 
change program sponsored by the 
U. S. Dept. of Agriculture. Last 
weekend, it ws the Hulses' turn to 
visit — a chance to sec Woodficld 
Shopping Center, downtown Chi- 
cago and harness racing at May- 
wood Park. 


Alwood, financial vice president 


for 
Hamilton Mint, Arlington 


Heights, said, "I learned the capi- 
tal investment involved. What was 
o v e r w h e l m i n g was that he 
(Hulse) would buy as much corn 
(for cattle feed) as he raised. 


"MY WIFE LEARNED the dif- 


ference between a steer and a 
bull." 


He said his son was enthralled 


with the 350 head of cattle and 
1,200 hogs on the 240-acre farm, 
about 40 miles north of the Quad- 
Cities. "He had never been 
around animals, except maybe at 
a petting zoo." 


Hulse got involved In the pro- 


gram through his ties with the Ce- 
dar County Farm Bureau. For 
three years the county, along with 
two other nearby counties, have 
been inviting travelers to stop and 
visit farm life. 


Hidden from consumer view are 


the mounting costs of farmers, pin- 


ching them under slow-rising 


market prices. Hulse estimated it 
costs him about $200 now to raise 
an acre of corn whqre about four 
years ago, it cost about $100. 
Gasoline, fuel oil, labor equip- 
ment, fertilizer and seed have all 
gone up. 


Much of the farming in Cedar 


County has turned from livestock 
to grain because of market condi- 
tions about two years ago that 
caused cattle-raisers to lose as 
much as $200 a head, Hulse said. 


HULSE HAS KNOWN no other 


home. His farm has been in his 
family for 97 years, and his 24- 
year-old son, Denny, will carry on 
the tradition. 


Education is the real reason be- 


hind the exchange program. Hulse 
explained he met an elderly Call- 
fornian at the state fair in Des 
Molnes and that the man asked 
what they do with a steer. 


There is cost cutting involved,

Woman gets jump on death in rail crossing mishap

A DCS Plalnes woman narrowly es- 


caped Injury Monday morning when 
she abandoned her stalled camper 
truck just moments before it was 
crushed by on cnstbound Chicago and 
North Western Ry. express train. 


However, Elaine Kastncr, 45, of 555 


N'. Mount Prospect Rd., seemed to bo 
taking her brush with death In stride 
by afternoon. 


"The whole thing really hasn't hit 


mo yet," she told a reporter just 
hours after tho near collision at tho 
track and Mount Prospect Road, near 


Northwest Highway. 


"Right now I'm not upset about 


what happened. I think my mother 
was more upset when I told her," she 
added. 


NORTH WESTERN officials sold 


tho train, which went from Barrington 
to Des Plalnes nonstop, slowed down 
to 20 m.p.h. but was unable to avoid 
hitting tho camper. 


Des Plalnes police said the train 


dragged tho camper 76 feet after im- 
pact, adding that tho vehicle was a 
"total loss." 


"Tho way I look at It Is that there Is 


no point In getting upset because 
there Is nothing I can do about what 
happened," she said.. 


Mrs. Kastncr said the accident oc- 


curred as she was northbound on 
Mount Prospect Road, attempting to 
cross the tracks. She sold she got 
trapped on the tracks behind several 
vehicles after a truck stepped to 
make a left turn onto Northwest 
Highway. 
'"The truck was turning-left from 
the middle lane and we all got stuck 
behind it," Mrs. Kastncr said. "I was 
the last one and was on the tracks. 


Then the bells started ringing and the 
gates went down. 


"I BEEPED my horn four or five 


times for them to get out of my way, 
but nothing happened," she said. "The 
only thing I could think of was that I 
couldn't move and had to do some- 
thing." 


It was at this point that Mrs. Kast- 


ncr got out of her camper and ran to 
safety. 


"I don't know how long after I got 


out that the camper was hit by the 
train," she said. "It wasn't that close, 


but I could see that the train wasn't 
going to be able to stop. I wasn't go- 
ing to sit there when I knew I couldn't 
move." 


At the time of the accident, Mrs. 


Kastner said she was returning from 
Maine West High School where sho 
had dropped off two of her children 
and a neighbor. She said she makes 
the trip at least once a day. 


"If it (accident) had occurred while 


they were with me it would have tak- 
en longer for us to get out' of the 
camper," she said. "I do think, 


though, that they would have had 
enough sense to get out." 


MRS. KASTNER said that because 


of her near-miss she probably will ap- 
proach the crossing with extreme cau- 
tion but she does not plan to avoid the 
railroad tracks. 


"It would be silly to go another way 


because that really is the only way to 
go," she said. 


Railroad officials said six trains

Mackoff questioned prospective jurors 
on their feelings about tho crime and 
testimony likely to como on Pcqucno's 
mental condition at tho time of the 
murHer. 


MACKOFF SAID Peqiwno may en- 


ter an Insanity plea. 


Only four of the 12 men and women 


who will decide Pequeno's fate were 
picked In tho first day of jury selec- 
tion. Tho rest probably will be named 
today. 


Assistant State's Attorneys Patrick 


McGann and Thomas Mauct dis- 
missed two prospective jurors, in- 
cluding an Arlington Heights woman 
and a Chicago woman who said a 
relative of hers had been accused of 
murder three years ago. 


Jurors turned down by the defense 


attorneys, Raymond Smith and Jo- 
seph Lascaro, were a Chicago woman 
with no previous jury experience and 
a Harvey man who is a federal em- 
ploye. 


Other than Mackoff's questions, the' 


only query put to the first four jury 
candidates considered Monday came 
from Smith, who questioned the four 
for possible ethnic biases toward Pc- 
qucno, who is Latino. 


"DO YOU HAVE any feelings at all 


about minority groups?" he asked. "I 
want to know your feelings especially 
about Spanish-Americans and Mexi- 
cans."

clude members of both Miss Soyka's

She gets jump 
on death in rail 
crossing mishap 


by JOE FRANZ 


A DCS Plnines woman narrowly es- 


caped injury Monday morning when 
she abandoned her stalled camper 
truck just moments before It was 
crushed by an castbound Chicago and 
North Western Ry. express train. 


However, Elaine Kastner, 45, of 555 


N. Mount Prospect Rd., seemed to be 
taking her brush with death In stride 
by afternoon. 


"The whole thing really hasn't hit 


me yet," she told a reporter just 
hours after the near collision at the 
truck and Mount Prospect Road, near 
Northwest Highway. 


"Right now I'm not upset about 


what happened. I think my mother 
was more upset when I told her," she 
added. 


NOHTH WESTERN officials said 


the train, which went from Harrington 
to Des Plalncs nonstop, slowed down 
to 20 m.p.h, but was unable to avoid 
hitting the camper. 


DCS Plalncs police said the train 


dragged the camper 76 feet after im- 
pact, adding that the vehicle was a 
"total loss." 


"The way I look at It is that there is 


no point In getting upset because 
there Is nothing I can do about what 
happened," she said. 


Mrs. Kastner said the accident oc- 


curred as she was northbound on 
Mount Prospect Road, attempting to 
cross the tracks. She said she got 
trapped on the tracks behind several 
.vehicles after a truck stopped to 
make a left turn onto Northwest 
Highway. 


"The truck was turning left from 


the middle lane and we all got stuck 
behind It," Mrs. Kastner said. "I was 
the last one and was on the tracks. 
Then the bells started ringing and the 
gates went down. 


"I BEEPED my horn four or five 


times for them to get out of my way, 
but nothing happened," she said. "The 
only thing I could think of was that I 
couldn't move and had to do some- 
thing." 


It was at this point that Mrs. Kast- 


ner got out of her camper and ran to 
safety. 


"I don't know how long after I got 


out that the camper was hit by the 


train," she said. "It wasn't that close, 
but I could see that the train wasn't 
going to be able to stop. I wasn't go- 
ing to sit there when I knew I couldn't 
move." 


At the time of the accident, Mrs. 


Kastner said she was returning from 
Maine West High School where she 
had dropped off two of her children 
and a neighbor. She said she makes 
the trip at least once a day. 


"If it (accident) had occurred while 


they were with me it would have tak- 
en longer for us to get out of the 
camper," she said. "I do think, 
though, that they would have had 
enough sense to get out." 


MRS. KASTNER said that because 


of her near-miss she probably will ap- 
proach the crossing with extreme cau- 
tion but she does not plan to avoid the 
railroad tracks. 


"It would be silly to go another way 


because that really is the only way to 
go," she said. 


Railroad officials said six trains 


were delayed for about 35 minutes 
while work crews removed debris 
from the tracks after the crash.

Thu main thing is 
to get enclosed for the winler." 


The new building, going up at the 


southeast corner of Central Rood and 
Main Street, created a major con- 


troversy during the April village elec- 
tions. Many residents objected to the 
expense of library construction, par- 
ticularly since no referendum was 
conducted on the issue. Bonds to fi- 
nance the project were issued under 
village home-rule powers. 


Parsons said once the new building 


is completed, the old library at Emer- 
son Street and Busse Avenue will be 
turned over to the village. 


Mayor Robert D. Tcichcrt said 


plans now call for the building to be 
used as a senior citizens' center and 


Ford to confer with local mayors 


as a place to house expanded health 
department offices. 


VILLAGE RIGR. Robert J. Eppley 


also has suggested the old library 
building might house village board 
meetings after village administrative 
offices move to the old Mount Pros- 
pect State Bank building. 


Parsons said the construction has at 


times created both dust and parking 
problems In the area. But he said 
residents in the area have been 
patient.

Converting Grant Wood School into 


an annex for Grove Junior High 
School is being considered by the Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 sixth-grade 
study committee. 


The committee has been looking at 


options to alleviate overcrowded con- 
ditions at the junior high schools and 
considering the best placement for 
sixth-grade students. 


"We came lo a consensus vote that 


we are not in favor of sending the 
sixth graders back to the elementary 
schools," said Thomas Powers, chair- 
man. 


THE COMMITTEE has discussed 


with school principals overcrowding 
at the five junior high schools and 
what is being done for sixth graders. 


"We found all of the junior highs 


are making an attempt to make sixth 
grade different from the regular ju- 
n i o r high to accommodate the 
needs of a sixth grade kid," said Pow- 
ers, who also is principal of Hopkins 
School. "We also found a two-year ju- 
nior high Is not where anyone In the 
country is going because there is no 
stability with one grade coming in 
and one going out," 


He said the committee agreed the 


district "really has a one — possibly 
two — school problem" with over- 
crowding. The two schools that need 
more room are Grove and Holmes, he 
said. 


Ideas the committee is discussing 


to case the crowded conditions in- 
clude converting Grant Wood to an 
annex for Grove because it is across 
the street from the junior high school. 


He said the committee docs not 


want to make Grant Wood a sixth 
grade annex but rather a type of addi- 
tion to Grove which would be used by 
all grades. 


ANOTHER 
OPTION 
for 
Grove 


would be leaving sixth graders in the 
elementary schools for several years 
until the junior high enrollment drops, 
he said. 


Panel to review 
utility purchase 


The finance committee of the Mount 


Prospect Village Board tonight will 
study the possible purchase of the 
Citizens Utilities Co. water and sewer 
lines in the New Town area of the vil- 
lage. 


Edward B. Rhea Jr., chairman of 


the committee, said he has invited 
community leaders from the north- 
east section of the village to attend 
the meeting. He said he expects to re- 
view facts and figures to determine 
what the cost of such a purchase 
would be. 


Noting residents In the area would 


finance the purchase of the system 
through their water bills, Rhea said 
the committee must decide "whether 
they can afford.to pay for it or not." 


The committee is considering con- 


verting one wing of Forest View 
School into an annex for Holmes to 
help crowded conditions at that junior 
high, he said. The schools share a 
common site so students would not 
have to cross streets. 


He said leaving the sixth graders in 


the elementary schools in the Holmes 
area would not work because those 
elementary 
schools do not have 


enough room to accommodate the ad- 
ditional students. 


The committee plans to hold at least 


three public hearings during Novem- 
ber to get parents' views about these 
options. Meetings will be held at 
Grove, Holmes and Dempster junior 
high schools. A fourth meeting is 
being considered for Lively Junior 
High School. 


The committee also is discussing 


the needs of the sixth grade student. 
He said the committee will be rccom-, 
mending in-service training for fifth 
and sixth grade teachers so they can 
be more aware of the needs of the 
sixth graders. 


Other ideas include having teachers 


keep the same group of students for 
fifth and sixth grade, following their 
class to the junior high school for the 
sixth grade.

at the church. 


"The two-team approach was not 


directly attached to the report. We'd 
had this in mind for a few years," 
Erickson said. But the new organiza- 
tion makes communication between 
the grades smoother, he said. Teach- 
ers will know the children in their 
team for three or four years, making 
individualized instruction easier to de- 
sign, he said. 


CHILDREN DO less changing of 


classrooms than last year and change 
classrooms at more natural times like 
lunch and recess," Erickson said. 
This year,' children remain in the 
same room all morning for language 
arts. In the afternoon, they study 
math, science and social studies. 
Some subjects, such as primary math, 
will be taught to children grouped by 
grade level rather than ability, Erick- 
son said. 


Less mobility should help with dis- 


cipline problems some parents com- 
plained about, Erickson said. The in- 
termediate students also will use a 
uniform check-out system to let their 
teachers know where they arc and 
what they are doing. "This year, all 
five teachers in a unit will decide on 
procedures for the unit. This will 
bring about a certain amount of uni- 
formity, 
which helps discipline," 


Erickson said. 


Another assessment report sugges- 


tion asks that children who do not do 
well in the modified open format be 
identified and provided with special 
programs. Erickson said teachers arc 
now preparing "learning style sheets" 
to be filled out by parents, teachers 
and students. These questionnaires 
will ask how the student learns best 
and if he needs strong supervision or 
independent study. Parents will be 
asked to answer their section of ques- 
tions during parent-teacher confer- 
ences in November. 


Erickson said these "learning style 


sheets" will be passed along from 
grade to grade so subsequent teachers 
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have a knowledge of the child's abili- 
ties. The information will be updated 
as It changes, Erickson said. 


IN A GREATER effort to involve 


parents in the Bond program, Erick- 
son said the year's 'first open house 
took parents through a typical school 
day under the modified open format. 
"We had many positive comments 
from that," he said. 


"I think a lot of people thought the 


assessment was an ax — everything 
would change the first week of 
school,' 1 Erickson said. Some 
changes, such as preparing sixth gra- 
ders for the greater discipline of ju- 
nior high, will be incorporated later in 
the year, he said. 


"We're not going to get everyone in 


total agreement," Erickson said. "But 
we're looking for renewed cooperation 
from many parents."
